example and a fascinating read. So 
too is Meira Epstein’s clear expla- 
nation of the effects of hard )-% 
aspects in the natal chart. Your 
editor owns a close natal ) ¢ ¥ 
o& (now that aspect listing would 
have previously taken up much 
more space) and can vouch for the 
accuracy of Meira’s interpreta- 
tion—indeed, her explanation and 
examples amount to the best identi- 
fication by far of this dominating 
skeleton in his horoscopic closet. 

While remaining firmly uncon- 
vinced about the validity of karmic 
astrology, whenever we read Judy 
Hall on the subject we find our- 
selves in danger of slipping from 
our uncompromising stance. Judy’s 
excellent article on relationships 
seems to make a lot of sense.

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A Child of the Twelfth 


by PRIER WINTLE 


HAVE HAD a pretty intimate relationship with the twelfth house 
off and on throughout my life. It was particularly strong during 
my childhood and teenage years, asI think you would expect from 
my chart. After all, the ruler of the V" house, childhood, is in the 
XII", conjoined with 9, both quincunx \ in the V". And 4, who 
joys in the XII", is right beside the cusp of the IV" (equal) house, 


the home. 

What a restrictive home it was! We never went anywhere and were never 
allowed to "mix" with other children round about. Father was a Victorian, a 
restrictive tyrant with a foul temper. I was terrified of him all the time he was in 
the house and not much less when he wasn't. 

The twelfth is the house of secret enemies and self-undoing. It is also the 
significator of prisons, hospitals, institutions and charities (that is, "charity" in 
the traditional sense of a home provided for inferiors in need; not just a hostel 
or shelter but a "workhouse"). It is also associated with ships, because in the 
old days when voyages by sailing ships took months the isolation experienced 
by both crew and passengers was very like that of a 
prison. The word of the captain or "master" was law 
since everyone's security depended on him. To disobey 
meant one could be put in irons. Disease was common, 
too. On long voyages both passengers and crew often 
suffered from scurvy. 

Today, since the psychological revelations of Freud 
and Jung, another concept associated with the twelfth 
has been the subconscious or unconscious mind. 
Again the idea is of something hidden away, separated from normal everyday 
life and consciousness. Whatever goes into the XII" house is shut up and shut 
out, though it may still secretly affect the visible world we see, or the con- 
scious mind with its everyday thoughts that we know weare thinking. 

I have experienced the twelfth house in all these senses.

T HE EARLIEST concrete example was when I was between 

one-and-a- half and two years old. My father demanded my 
mother's total attention and commitment to himself and she was for- 
bidden to breast-feed me after I was three months old. My sister and I 
hada series of untrained servants and nursemaids to look after us, few 
of whom stayed longer than three months as they were terrorized by 
father's rages, shouting and door slamming. 

When I was eighteen months old my mother engaged quitea pretty 
girl who seemed very loving and caring all the time my mother was 
around. She therefore couldn't understand why I always clung to her 
skirts whenever she returned home. Naturally I don't havea clear con- 
scious memory ofall that occurred, thoughI have recovered some of it 
through psychotherapy.

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Apparently she took me to a dark room in the house with the cur- 
tains drawn and strapped me toa chair with tight straps over my shoul- 
ders. There may have been some sexual "thing" involved, though ifsoI 
don't know what it was. AllI have is a faint recall of her bending down 
with her face close to mine, saying threateningly, "Now, what are we 
going todo? Now, what's going to happen?" 

Eventually another servant told my mother that "---- is very nasty 
to Prier when youare out," and she was given notice. 

She then went to the family of one of my father's colleagues to look 
after their child. One day she locked herself in the bathroom with the 
boy and they had to axe the door down to get them out. My mother 
told me about it much later in hushed, hurried tones as something 
which really shouldn't be spoken about. 

Tattribute a habit I still have, of moving my shoulders to get the cir- 
culation in them going again, to that time when the blood supply to 
them must have been completely cut offby those straps. 

It is very difficult to disentangle progressions for such an early age 
but it is noteworthy that, by transit, 4 opposed my ¥ in April 1926 and 
was stationary in opposition to natal © throughout May, June and July 
of that year. \ is natally in the V", the house of children and childhood, 
By tradition, moreover, he is one of the rulers of H and therefore has an 
association with the XII" house. Ialso think of P, ruling the V", in the 
XII" house conjoined with Q, the young girl. Both of them are natally 
quincunx to 4. It was a traumatic experience that I suffered because 
my parents could afford it; both 4 and P are associated with money. 


B ETWEEN the ages of five and eight I attended a Catholic con- 
vent school. It was basically a girls' school but it also took small 
boys up till age eight. It was conveniently just up the road from where 
we lived, I didn't have to cross the road to get to it. The teachers were 
all French nuns (I remember mére Saint Douleur and mére Sacré 
Coeur), [had my first French lessons there. It wasn't a nice experience, 
allinall. My parents were not Catholics and I remember being called a 
horrible little gospel child by other pupils. 

Again I sense the influence of in the V" house in this; that is, as 
natural ruler of the IX” house of religion and people from foreign 
parts. But P, ruler of the V" conjoined @ in the XII", was also operat- 
ing. 
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Due to my home experiences with my father, my natural instinct 
was to reject everything to do with men and the male role, and here 
I was being brought up ina class of girls taught by celibate women. 
Occasionally I was even boarded there when my parents went away 
on holiday. The subconscious pattern-building effect was undoubt- 
edly quite profound. 

Between ages eight and ten I went to a boys' preparatory school 
where I finally and indelibly learnt that I was an outsider. At the girls! 
school it was possible to imagine that I was just the wrong sex. WhenI 
got bullied and jeered at just as much by boys, that excuse no longer 
operated. I just was what I was, someone who didn't know how to say 
or do the right thing, someone who didn't fit in, someone who was "dif- 
ferent." 

That's what the twelfth house feels like -- you're shut out of things, 
and you're shut into yourself. 


Wes I was ten I passed the entrance examination to King 
Edward's High School, and this led to another explicit 
twelfth house experience. 

My tyrannical, terror-inspiring father had been planning a summer 
holiday for himself. At first it was to be a trip to Switzerland; then it 
was a tour of Germany; but finally he settled ona voyage by Port Line 
steamer from London round the South and West coasts of Britain, 
calling at two ports in Ireland and finishing up in the Firth of Clyde and 
Glasgow. The German and Swiss trips came later when he felt com- 
fortable and justified leaving my mother behind to look after me and 
my brother and sister, but on this occasion he decided to take me with 
him on the ship. I dreaded the prospect but he told me it was a reward 
for passing the school entrance exam. 

The Port Line ships were primarily cargo vessels, though they also 
accommodated approximately 
ten or twelve passengers. On 
the outward journey I was 
pleased to discover another 
small boy among those travel- 
ing and for the first day or so it 
really seemed it might be quite 
an enjoyable trip. We played

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life-boats and took out books from the ship's library. But the XII" house in- 

exorably asserted and inflicted its true character. Pete obtained permission for 

us to go and look at the engine room and I got oil on my trousers and tore a 

small hole in them while we were there. My father took me to the cabin and hit 

me and forbade me even to speak to Pete again. When I reappeared my new t 
friend suggested we should play quoits and I didn't answer, He persisted till 

another passenger told him, "He's forbidden to speak to you." 

For the rest of the ghastly trip, out and back, all I was allowed to do was sit 
on a bench looking out to sea and read a book. My father chatted to other 
passengers on deck or in the bar and called me at meal times. At night he 
snored in the cabin.

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I had my eleventh birthday on board ship. Many people I know 
have described delightful sea trips to me, but my experience was un- 
equivocally a traditional XII" house one.

\ .\ / ITH THE possible exception of the first instance I have de- 

scribed, when I was aged two, one could probably say that 
the examples of XII" house influence in my life supplied so far have 
not been critical matters. They have mostly confirmed the sort of life 
picture one might expect from a chart showing an exact ¢ in the XII" 
of planets ruling the IV" and V" houses, plus the ©'s weak ¢ with ¥, 
the natural XII" ruler. The same picture persisted for the next five 


years Orso. 
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I struggled through secondary school, a poor or mediocre student 
streamed into the middle or lowest class in each successive grade. I 
was always bottom in mathematics; I had never grasped the basics for 
no one ever showed me. I had to repeat the Sth form year. 

In 1939-40 I spent a year on a farm when my school was evacu- 
ated to the country at the outbreak of World War II. That year away 
from my family was perhaps a turning point. I made friends with the 
fish and chip lady in the village and spent hours talking to her, and in 
general mixed with all sorts of people I would never have been allowed 
to mix with at home. AndI suddenly found that I was very interested in 
history. I got distinctions in History and Latin in the Matric exam. 

That led to my entering the Lower History 6th form when the 
school returned to Birmingham in August 1940, just as the war hotted 
up. I had to sleep in a cellar each night for the next year though, be- 
cause of the air raids. That definitely hada P in the XII" house feel to 
It. 

The aspects over these two years are quite illuminating, I feel. The 
conjunction of progressed 2 with my Ascendant in November 1939 
beautifully expresses the relaxation in my home life (2 rules the IV") 
and my new friendships with definitely "lower class" people (2 natally 
in the XII"). In addition, 2 rules the XI" house through B on its cusp, 
probably accounting for my new found interest in history. 

But the progressed © was still Squaring progressed } in August 
1939. I hadn't really separated and disconnected finally and totally 
from my family and the life environment that went with it (4 rules the 
VI"). Moreover the regressed Midheaven squared 4 in August 1940 
when the school returned to Birmingham and things went back to 
square one. 

The transits tella similar story. ¥ was conjoining ? during much of 
1939 (January-March and September-November), and again in 1940 
between March and September. My mind was definitely opening up 
and becoming aware. I used to listen to "Lord Haw Haw's" broadcasts 
from Germany while I was on the farm, andI also found a new interest 
in classical music. Thus I was, quite literally, secretly listening to the 
enemy (P inthe XII") andI was also developing my @ side, which was 
equally shut away from everything my family normally stood for. 

I was 15 in 1939 and 4 was opposing his own place. I take that as- 
pect as frequently indicating the puberty crisis and the first serious 
challenge to parental home patterns and authority, Similarly, when it 
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occurs again at age 45, it coincides with the mid-life crisis. In both 
cases it is the more set and rigid patterns which receive the most severe 
jolting. From the perspective of the farm I was able to look back at my 
home and begin to realize just how limiting it was. 

Unfortunately I couldn't break away. » was also conjoining the ) 
because of their birth opposition. To oppose my father would have 
meant also breaking with my mother, with all the guilt and trauma that 
would have entailed. Nevertheless, while it lasted, the time away was 
quite delightful, as shown by transiting 4's & to 4 and its ¢ withthe ) in 
Apriland May 1940. 


HE NEXT thing that happened was my first really major expe- 

rience of the XII" house. In May-June 1941 progressed © sex- 
tiled 2 and P in the XII", followed two months later by the o of the 
regressed Ascendant to the same pair. The ¢ was exact on my 17th 
birthday. In May-June I came top of my class in the Lower History 
Sixth, winning the form prize, and six weeks later I went by train to 
Penzance to stay with two of my aunts in Mevagissey, Cornwall. Ex- 
actly one week after my birthday I suddenly developed Cere- 
bral-Spinal Meningitis and was rushed to Truro Royal Infirmary by 
ambulance. Life was never the same again. 

I was delirious for approximately one week, after which I began a 
slow process of recovery in the isolation hospital to which I was trans- 
ferred --- it was in a converted workhouse! Sulphur drugs had been 
developed the previous year which had made it possible to treat the 
disease effectively for the first time. 

Probably the 4 of progressed @ to the Midheaven in , exact in Au- 
gust, reflects that piece of luck. Progressed ¥% was back in his own 
placein October, moreover, whiletheregressed 
© was 4 ¥ the same month. 

My mind was not totally destroyed by the 
inflammation of the meninges of the brain, as 
routinely had occured in the past. Even so, 
there were some effects. After my discharge, 
after five weeks in hospital, I found it difficult 
to concentrate for more than a short period of 
time. My speech was affected too. Whereas 
previously I had been able to think quickly and 
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put my thoughts directly into words, now I had to speak slowly or I 
stammered, and if I was confronted argumentatively or aggressively I 
became emotional and words failed me altogether. Although much 
better now, I have never completely gotten over this. It gives me a 
strange feeling to write of that time, even now. After all, I don't fully 
know what happened, any more than I fully know what happened 
when the nursemaid strapped me to a chair when I was two years old. I 
just remember snatches, like the ambulance 
rattling as though it was continuously crossing 
over a long metal bridge, and an attendant 
continuously talking to my aunt in a 
monotonous voice which made my head ache. 
There is also a scene in which I am being 
forced to sit up with a shiny metal dish bet- 
ween my legs. A nurse half averts her head, 
sympathetically, as a doctor presses a catheter 
up my penis. "That's better," he says as the 
urine gushes out. 

I remember too, being pushed on a stretcher on top of a trolley 
up against a plaster and metal counter, and being left there fora while. 
The motion made my head swim, and the bump of the stretcher against 
the counter and every metallic clink I heard was magnified and seemed 
to echo like waves backwards and forwards inside my skull.

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Nearly fifty years later I experienced the same dizzy feeling and 
sense of sounds echoing and repeating themselves over again in my 
head as I lay in bed. I don't know if it is a residual physical lesion or 
some sort of psychosomatic recall. Whichever it is, it is associated 
with a terrible feeling of helplessness. My whole being was in the care 
and at the mercy of other people who were strangers to me. ; 

Never underestimate the XII” house! It, along with the VII" and 
IV" houses, is associated with death. The VIII" house is a potentially 
fatal crisis and the IV" is "the end of the matter," but the twelfth is 
where autonomy and independence and the sense of a separate indi- 
viduality are given up. Charles Carter used to maintain that illnesses 
and accidents could be as serious as they liked, but death could not 
occur till there was an aspect between \ and ¥, the two natural rulers 
of the XII", 

I went back to my aunts' house to convalesce after I came out of 
hospital at the end of September, but I wasn't there very long. My fa- 
ther came down to discuss my future career. His intention was that I 
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should be a chartered accountant, as he was, and enter his office. My 
brother was to bea doctor, as our grandfather had been. Any ideas or 
personal preferences we each might have had were irrelevant. 

My father booked into a guest farm not far from my aunts' house 
and I had to move there with him. 

The arrangement lasted for two nights (the one he arrived and the 
next) and the day between. We went for a stroll in the fields round the 
farm and I tried to get to know him. At one point I said, "What a 
strange man you are." He considered this the height of insolence and 
he never forgave me for saying it. Years later he still bro ught it up as 
evidence of my total lack of respect for him as my father. He canceled 
the rest of the time booked at the farm and the next day we drove in the 
car all the way back to Birmingham. We never spokea word during the 
whole journey. 

Back home he spent every evening for the next fortnight shouting 
at and browbeating me; my mother meekly looked on, frowning at me 
not to cross him. He was determined to have his way and I was too 
weak to resist him, 

However, about one thing I was determined; I was not going to 
enter his office. If did I knewI would be chained to this kind of thing 
for the rest of my life. asked to be allowed to go to my school to en- 
quire what careers were open to anyone who studied history, but was 
forbidden from leaving the house. Even so I wouldn't budge about his 
office. Eventually, ina fury, he modified his plan. I was to be the doctor 
and my brother the accountant. So I had to give up studying history 
and return to the fifth form to take science subjects preparatory to en- 
tering medical school. 

In October 1941, when I went back to school at half term, that is 
whereI went. Transiting was parallel both natal P in the XII", and 
my natal Ascendant, and transiting was parallel natal 2 in the XI”. 
How's that for a coincidence? (I don't normally use transits by declina- 
tion as they tend to color periods of years rather than months. Occa- 
sionally, as here, they can be staggeringly relevant and apposite.) ¥ 
was also alternating between opposing ® and opposing the Mid- 
heaven. 

As understand it, both my physical prostration in hospital and the 
subsequent battering and prostration induced by my father were sim- 
ply two complementary parts of one comprehensive, traumatic XII" 
house prison sentence. Bothhad long term effects. Both intensified my 
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already strong sense of being different and set apart from other people. 
Thad always felt I couldn't say the right thing and that I had to be care- 
ful about what I did say to avoid being laughed at or jeered at. Now! 
had an actual speech handicap as well. I had to speak slowly and care- 
fully or [stumbled over words and became incoherent. My father soon 
spotted that and made the most of it, but so did other people as well. 
Note that § rules the XII" house, and that $ has a close & to at birth. I 
interpret progressed 3's return to his own place in October 1941 as as- 
serting or confirming that my mind was not irreparably 
injured by the meningitis. Obviously, however, it does 
also state that whatever was always there has contin- g 
ued to be there; perhaps moreso. 

The psychological and career effects produced 
and decreed by my father were equally oppressive and 
far-reaching. Now my destiny was to be a doctor, ex- 
ternally, without being one internally. In one sense it 
was just a perpetuation and intensification of how I 
had always felt. I always knew that although I was my 
father's son I was not truly his son. The clothes I wore 
always felt like 'dressing-up.' Whenever I had to look 
smart for an occasion, or to go somewhere with him, it was a charade. I 
had to look my part, play my part, say my part as closely as possible in 
the right way, at the right time. Now it seemed this would be for life as 
well; and other people would be depending on my acting! 


T HE MONTHS of the sentence passed slowly. Between Febru- 
ary 1942 and November 1943 progressed 2, ruling my home 
life and all my XI" house interests, friends and objectives, slowly 
moved from squaring natal » to square progressed ». 

Before my illness I had a good school friend who shared my inter- 
est in music. He was a year older, and had introduced me to a lot of 
music by composers new to me. He used to play the piano and com- 
pose a bit, setting to music poems by Edgar Alan Poe and other excit- 
ing people. My father banned him because of a poem he wrote to me 
while I was in hospital. In it one line stated that his mother was also in 
hospital, with a prolapse of the uterus. Such a reference was consid- 
ered to be an unforgiveable obscenity. Strange, as I was now destined 
fora career in whichI would have to learnall about that and each of the 
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other intimate parts of the female body. By this time John Myhill had 
gone to study philosophy at Cambridge. I still corresponded with him, 
but in secret. 

I didn't want to study science subjects but I was capable of doing 
so. In June 1942 I added credits in Physics, Chemistry and Biology to 
my Matric and left school. The following autumn, as the progressed ) 
left the V" house and entered the VI", I started 
the first year's M.B.Ch.B. course at Birming- 
ham University's Medical School. It was a 
slog, but in June 1943 I somehow passed the 
examinations for that year. One mitigating cir- 
cumstance was that I had acquired a second- 
hand French Horn, which I learnt well enough 
to play inan amateur orchestra. This was toler- 
ated; I am not quite sure why since in all other 
ways my life at home was regulated just as if I 
had been still at school and was aged twelve. 
The parallel of progressed ¥ to the Midheaven, exact in July 1942, may 
have had something to do with it. Parallels do tend to have a diffuse ef- 
fect extending over a larger period than other progressions, and I have 
also noticed how, throughout my life, many subjects and even tech- 
niques that I have taken up and studied have become refuges from an 
oppressive sense of reality. Horn playing was one example. It was not 
synonymous with my interest in music as a whole but a specific tech- 
nique associated with it. It was thus a refuge. In this instance, I was 
myselfable to enter my (#-ruled) twelfth house.

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Primary Factor Analysis 
& World Class Baseball

RIMARY FACTOR 
analysis (PFA) is a 
| methodology whose 
aim is to determine 
; the relative strengths 
of planets in a horo- 
scope. It provides insight into the 
psychological character of the indi- 
vidual being studied and can be 
used confidently to assess the na- 
tive's personality dynamic’. PFA has 
been used this way for several years 
primarily as a research tool. Over 
time it has evolved but the core of 
the methodology has remained very 
stable. We feel that PFA is now 
mature enough to warrant its pres- 
entation to a wider audience. 

PFA is a rich and complex meth- 
odology complete with its own 
terminology and graphical symbols. 
A full presentation of PFA requires 
more space than a journal format 
allows. Consequently, we have 
limited our present discussion to a 
presentation of the fundamental 
concepts and terminology of PFA 
and a simple demonstration of its 
use. PFA is completely described in

a white paper available from the 
authors”. 

Our demonstration of PFA uses 
the horoscopes of thirty world-class 
baseball players listed in The Gau- 
quelin Book of American Charts.’ 
These charts are particularly appeal- 
ing for two reasons. 

First, the charts are obtained 
from birth times recorded in the 
United States. Since 1930, there 
has been a universal and rigorous 
procedure for recording birth times 
in this country. Every maternity 
hospital has a written step-by-step 
list of "must do" items for the at- 
tending nurse. Recording the time 
of birth to the nearest minute is a 
well established part of the standard 
operating procedure. Also, per- 
sonal interviews with several ma- 
ternity nurses have led us to believe 
that the standards of compliance 
and accuracy are generally very 
high. So, we believe that the charts 
of the baseball players we are using 
were determined from accurate 
birth time information.

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The second reason that the 
charts are appealing is that they rep- 
resent members of a highly select 
group. The selection process for 
major league baseball in America is 
savagely stringent. There are lit- 
erally millions of young boys every 
year who want nothing more in the 
world than to play major league 
baseball. However only a small per- 
centage make it. The baseball play- 
ers whose charts we analyze in this 
paper are even more specialized in 
that they represent the very best 
players of the major leagues with 
many being in the Hall of Fame. 

We feel that within 
such a group the charac- 
teristic of competitiveness 
would be very strong, and 
would be indicated, in 
some way, by a strong 
presence. PFA in fact cor- 
toborates our strong o” 
hypothesis. 

We have also em- 
ployed PFA to analyze 90 
charts that are representative of the 
general population. When con- 
trasted with the baseball player’ 
charts, these 90 can be viewed as a 
control group. They were used in 
the 1978 NCGR Suicide Study. 

PFA integrates three branches of 
astrological thought: Ptolemy's 
classical aspect theory, Alfred 
Witte's planetary picture theories, 


and John Nelson's theories of 
planetary influence on solar mag- 
netic activity. The resulting syn- 
thesis leads to the formation of 
higher order geometries based on 
the principles of physics. 

Geometry, in the form of aspect 
theory, is a major component of all 
astrological interpretive work. As- 
pects allow one to combine what 
would otherwise be individual 
planets into higher order units with 
unique significance. Ptolemaic as- 
pects, the simplest types of geome- 
tries, are composed of two planets. 
The two planets, let's say & and %, 
when related by aspect 
create a force in the 
horoscope that is more 
than just the sum of o” 
and ». In order to ver- 
bally capture the sense 
of this new force we 
use terminology first 
employed by Witte and 
refer to the planetary 
pair as a dyad.” 

The idea of forming planetary 
dyads is very much like the idea of 
forming intervals in music. Two 
distinct tones played simultaneously 
create a third wholly unique one 
that is more than the sum of its 
parts. However, in astrology it is 
not sufficient to say that o* and 4 
form a dyad. Rather, the geometri- 
cal aspect that allows the dyad to be

formed must be taken into account. 
For example, a 0 of o* and % ina 
chart has a different astrological 
interpretation than does a A of & 
and 4. From the astrologer's per- 
spective, the aspect (GQ or A) 
modulates the nature of the o’-> 
dyad. A mathematician would say 
that the aspect operates on the 
planetary dyad or simply that the 
aspect is an operator. 

Witte's planetary pictures are a 
means whereby more complex pat- 
terns in a horoscope can be repre- 
sented. Type I (A + B = C) and 
Type Il (A + B = C + D) are re- 
ferred to by Witte as tri- 
ads and tetrads respec- 
tively. The words "triad" 
and "tetrad" are again 
used to convey the idea 
that a new force results 
from the combination that 
is more than the sum of 
its parts. This is just like 
adding more tones to an 
interval to form a unique 
musical chord. 

However, Witte Type I and 
Type II pictures focus on symmetry 
and overlook the actual geometrical 
configuration. As an example, a o’- 
+-\ triad might be configured as a 
grand trine or a T-square. The 
presence of a T-square in a chart 
has a different implication than does 
a grand trine. But the distinction 
between the two geometries is lost 
if they are described using plane- 
tary-picture notation. Both con- 
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figurations would be treated as a 
special case of the Type I picture 
known as the midpoint ([A + B]/2 = 
C). The grand trine and T-square 
geometries could be described as 
operating on planetary _ triads. 
Likewise a grand cross (grand 
square) operates on tetrads. Higher 
order planetary geometries and their 
corresponding operators obviously 
exist. 

Harmonic analysis remedies in 
part the geometrical ambiguity of 
the Witte planetary pictures. How- 
ever. harmonic analysis is not in- 
tended for representing specific 
planetary geometries. It 
also does not encourage 
the blending of planets 
into unique units such as 
dyads, triads and tetrads. 
Rather, harmonic analysis 
is used to determine spa- 
tial resonances. Conse- 
quently, it introduces its 
own form of geometric 
ambiguity. A close 
grouping of planets in a 
5th harmonic chart says nothing to 
indicate which of many possible 
geometries generated the grouping. 
The meaning of such a grouping 
would of necessity be modulated by 
the particular geometry that gener- 
ated the grouping. From the stand- 
point of astrological analysis, it is 
therefore desirable to be able to 
distinguish between the geometries 
that generated the grouping and 
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also to be able to treat the grouping 
as a significant unit. 

It is the purpose of astrological 
analysis to isolate and prioritize the 
significant planetary configurations 
in a chart. This includes not only 
geometry, but also signs, elements, 
house positions, and a myriad of 
other details. Astrological synthesis 
takes the results of analysis, namely 
the prioritized planetary configura- 
tions, and attempts to integrate 
them into a meaningful whole. Ro- 
bust astrological synthesis has been 
hampered by the inability of astro- 
logical analysis to represent and 
prioritize complex planetary con- 
figurations in a manner that co- 
gently organizes the myriad details 
mentioned above. 

In PFA a significant planetary 
configuration is simply referred to 
as a constellation. Each horoscope 
has five constellations with each 
constellation being formed around 
one of the following trigger planets:

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O, Y, ¥, and oc. Finding the con 
stellations in a horoscope is the first 
of two major activities in PFA. The 
set of five constellations organize a 
horoscope into meaningful patterns. 
Each constellation is significant in 
its right and can also be viewed as 
an astrological molecule, in the 
sense of the dyads, triads and tet- 
rads mentioned previously. 

Each constellation is graphically 
represented as a PCHART. Figure 
1 shows a P-Chart obtained from 
the natal chart of baseball player 
Hank Aaron. 

The trigger planet, the © in 
Aaron's case, is drawn inside a box 
and is referred to as the "base" of 
the constellation. The base is 
forming applying aspects to those 
planets shown to the right or below 
it in the PCHART and separating 
aspects to those shown to the left 
and above. An aspect can be any 
multiple of 15° (24th harmonic). 
Planets depicted closer to the trig- 
ger are forming more exact aspects 
than those depicted further away. 
All planets in hard aspect to the 
trigger are subscripted with the ap- 
propriate aspect symbol. The planet 
receiving the closest aspect from 
the trigger is subscripted with a dot. 
In Figure 1, the trigger is separating 
from a soft aspect to o’, which also 
happens to be the most exact aspect 
in the entire constellation. 

Pairs of planets vertical to the 
trigger are midpoints and are indi- 
cated with triangles. In Figure 1, 


there are two midpoints 
aligned with the O-o axis 
of symmetry: )/Mc and 
\WAs. A dot inside a tri- 
angle indicates the closest 
midpoint aspect. The / / 
brackets around the ) in- 
dicate that it is a trigger 
with a faster orbital ve- 
locity than he base and 
may in certain circum- 
stances generate an alter- 
nate constellation with 
greater priority. 

Prioritizing the constel- 
lations and extracting and prioritiz- 
ing key patterns within each constel- 
lation is the second major activity of 
PFA. There are currently fourteen 
different pattern analysis algorithms 
in use with PFA. In this paper we 
are using an algorithm dubbed the 
"vortex" which prioritizes the plan- 
ets in the constellation on the basis 
of their aspect strength. 

The vortex of the horoscope is 
found by first identifying the 


strongest of the five constellations 
in the chart and secondly determin- 
ing if the strongest constellation is a

single trigger, neutral, or com- 
pound type. With the vortex algo- 
rithm, the strongest constellation is 
the one whose base is forming the 
closest hard aspect. 

In Hank Aaron’s chart © ¢ @ is 
the closest hard aspect between 
abase and a planet. Therefore, the 
constellation shown in Figure 1 is 
the strongest constellation in his 
chart. 

Once the primary single trigger 
constellation is found, it is then 
possible to obtain the vortex. 

The vortex is a tetrad com- 
posed of two dyads 
on the same axis of 
symmetry. The first 
dyad is referred to 
as “the eye of 
the vortex”

The results of performing the pat- 
tern analysis are tabulated the con- 
stelation base and the planet to 
which it has the closest soft or hard 
aspect. In Hank Aaron’s chart this 
planet happens to be o. Therefore, 
the o'-© dyad forms the eye of the 
vortex. The \X/Mc midpoint has the 
closest orb to the d’-© axis and 
consequently forms the remainder 
of the vortex. 

in a Factor Matrix. Figure 3 shows 
the Factor Matrix obtained using 
the vortex algorithm with Hank 
Aaron's chart. 

The most significant planets of a 
chart are referred to as prime fac- 
tors and appear in column "a" of 
the Factor Matrix. Every chart has 
at least three prime factors. In 
addition, the prime factors are 
viewed as a unit of force. For in- 
stance, in Hank Aaron's chart, o’, 
and the © are the prime factors. 
They form a triad and describe the 
core dynamic of his psychology.

Each prime factor can be ac- 
companied by one or more compan- 
ions which we refer to as resonant 
sub-factors. Resonant sub-factors 
form aspects with the primaries 
with an orb of 13%4°. In Hank 
Aaron's chart, the resonant sub- 
factors for o are the ) and Q. 
These three planets form another 
triad which modulates the core dy- 
namic described by the prime fac- 
tors. There is also a X, \4, ¥ triad 
which further modulates the core 
dynamic. 


FA with the vortex algorithm 
Pr used to analyze the 

charts of the 30 baseball 
players and the 90 controls taken 
from the NCGR suicide study. We 
commented earlier that the charts 
of the baseball players ought to 
exhibit a strong o presence. We 
can now say that many of the charts 
ought to have o as a prime factor. 


For the controls, o” 
should not be so 
strong. 

Tables I and II 
show the results of 
our analysis for the 
controls and base- 
ball players, re- 
spectively. To 
simplify the com- 
parison, the con- 
trols were split into 
three groups of 30. Table I reflects 
this division. For both tables, row 
"A" represents the number of times 
that each planet appears as a prime 
factor in the group of 30 charts. 
Row "B" shows the average num- 
ber of times each planet appears as 
a prime factor when the samples 
are divided into 10 charts each. 

If we accept the control figures 
as indicative of the expected fre- 
quency for the prime factors, then 
the appearance of 0”, and 4 for the 
baseball players is above average, 
and the appearance of , 9, ¥, % 
and the © is below average. of is 
the only planet that can be consid- 
ered statistically significant. 

What PFA has shown is that 
having o” as a prime factor is a nec- 
essary condition for being a cham- 
pion baseball player. However, 
having o” as a prime factor is not 
sufficient for predicting that an in- 
dividual will become a champion 
baseball player. Rather, we feel that 
a triad or tetrad of prime factors 
combined with house and sign 
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placement, element emphasis, criti- 
cal degrees, etc. are all necessary 
components of the gestalt that de- 
scribes an individual and will allow 
us to make predictions with greater 
confidence. 

We make this assertion recog- 
nizing that for any planetary influ- 
ence to develop in a specific man- 
ner depends as much, if not more, 
on the effects of nurturing and en- 
vironment. Ptolemy® himself states 
clearly and explicitly that nurturing 
and environmental influence should 
be given ample consideration and 
that without these, serious difficul- 
ties can develop in attempting to 
make accurate interpretations of 
horoscopes. 

Nevertheless, we believe that the 
results of PFA are significant and 
that the constellations, PCHARTS 
and factor Matrices form a strong 
foundation for organizing the astro- 
logical data during chart analysis.

ELATIONSHIPS area fruitful, exciting and sometimes painful way 
of learning and growing. Our present life experience is seldom 
enough to fully explain our relationships. We can look to other lives 
we have had (for convenience sake I will call these past or previous 
lives) for the roots of our relationships. Old relationship patterns are 
mapped in our natal chart and our karmic connections are shown by synastry 
with other charts (aspects between the charts being knownas interaspects). 

Karmic patterns show up in outer planet to inner planet contacts. The quin- 
cunx, square, opposition and, sometimes, the conjunction aspects show 
karma which is operating particularly strongly and where lessons are to be 
learned or old patterns repeated. The trine aspect is one which has been 
worked on in past lives, a change is taking place, but there will be a challenge 
to see if the lesson has been learned. The sextile, traditionally easy, may in fact 
be quite hard where karma is concerned, particularly in interaspect 
connections, as it is so easy to slip into the old ways of interacting. I use an orb 
of 8° for a quincunx because it is so important karmically, and in synastry I also 
apply 8° orbs to all but the sextile, to which I give a 6° orb. However, the 
karmic implications may show up in wider aspects; they are just not so imme- 
diately apparent or they may be waiting to come into focus. 


Planning 

In my experience, one of the main causes of anguish and pain in relation- 
ships is inadequate planning between lives. Ora deliberate decision which has 
been forgotten once in incarnation. It is clear that some people spend a long 
time planning their next life and especially their relationships. They choose a 
chart which precisely reflects the issues they intend to deal with in the present 
life. Others, for whatever reason, omit this planning or make it sketchy to say 
the least. Indeed, some people seem to bounce back into incarnation without 
any thoughtat all. 

That we get what we most desire is one of the karmic laws. This sounds 
great until we remember that decision like "I want to be with him/her next 
time," especially when taken at the moment of death, is a powerful desire that

gets manifested. But without between-life planning as to exactly how and in 
what relationship the consequence is likely to be disastrous, 

My favorite story about this is the woman who said during a regression: 
"He's going to marry me next time." She burst out laughing and said, "He did. 
He was the vicar." She was lucky, most people find it's someone else's husband 
or wife, their child or that ofa friend, the same sex, a hugeage difference, etc. 

Equally, we may have been with someone for many incarnations and now 

have decided on a change. But we for- 


te get once we are in incarnation. We 

SEs yearn for the perfect love we know we 

~ have had before, the soulmate who 

must be out there. We have to let go of 

the past. Or we may have made a 

promise to look after someone, to be 

with them, without really considering 

the long-term consequences. We may 

need to redefine the karmic contracts we made. To renegotiate the concept of 
Jor ever. 

About sixty percent of my karmic counselling practice is concerned with 
relationships. People ask why they are with their partner, why they cannot find 
a partner, and, probably the most frequent request of all, where they can find 
their soulmate or why, having found the person they believe to be their soul- 
mate, does that person want nothing to do with them. Taking it back into past 
lives adds an extra dimension to the soulmate questionand such contacts show 
up particularly strongly through contacts of the ©, ) and 2 with the D's Nodes 
or with ¥. 

Relationship karma is possible with anyone we meet, not just a marriage 
partner. We may meet someone because we have one specific task to carry 
out with them. Or it may bea lifetime's work. 

Relationships, or lack of them, are of course the vehicle for much of our 
emotional experience. We must look at relationships in the widest possible 
sense of the word: interaction with another, as even the most fleeting contact 
may bring us a karmic lesson or present an opportunity to grow. While there is 
positive and 'good' relationship karma, it is the destructive, negative patterns 
that create most of the problems people encounter. Part of our reason for 
being here is to recognize and reverse these ingrained karmic patterns. Oncea 
pattern becomes consciously acknowledged, it can be changed by choosing to 
respond differently rather than blind ly reacting in the same old way. 


A 
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Types of Karmic Relationship 


Karmic relationships fall into two distinct types: 
Type One: 


Relationships based on a prior soul contact 
where contacts, themes or experiences are carried 
over and continue in the present life; our 'worst a 4 
enemy' may well turn out to be someone with 
whom we have had a strong and loving soul link in 
the past. Here the karma is personal to the two 
people concerned. These relationships are a ‘soul 
group' contact: a group with whom we have had 
long connections and within which all combina- 
tions of relationship-interaction have been experienced, Soul links can bring 
people together to undertake a specific task, to deal with unfinished business, 
or to repay debts and obligations, to act as a catalyst, or to spend a lifetime to- 
gether. 

Indications of this type of relationship karma are strong nodal contacts 
and/or repeating synastric aspects across the charts from the inner to the outer 
planets (interaspects). So, for instance, ¥ in one chart may be conjunct the O 
in the other, and ¥ in that chart may be trine the © in the first chart. The © in 
the first chart may well square the Nodes in the other chart, and the © in the 
second chart conjunct the &3 in the first. This could feel like a soulmate con- 
nection, a merging of two souls. In some instances it can bea very positive and 
spiritual contact. The two people feel a deep debt to each other, a desire to 
work things through no matter what. But in other instances, it can be collusive 
and dependent, confused and deceptive. At least one of the people concerned 
would tend to tune into the pearl at the heart of the other person, their poten- 
tial -- what might be, or to the past connection, and to ignore all the crap that is 
also around. Eventually, disillusionment sets in but it can bea long time com- 
ing because of the close soul contact. 


Type Two: 


Relationships in which we have no prior contact with the person concerned 
but where we are both working on a particular theme or pattern and so we 
come together to try to resolve it or to fulfill the potential of the contact (kar- 
ma-in-the-making). 

Indications for this type of relationship are outer planet to personal planet 
contacts which go one way only. ¥ in one chart may aspect the © in the other, 
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but ¥ in that second chart makes no aspect to 

the © in the first chart. The urge here is to 

merge, but this urge can well be one-sided and 

the other person will want to escape from the 

amorphous embrace of engulfing ¥. This type 

of relationship is frequently intended to bring 

about spiritual awakening, as in a guru-pupil 

interaction, or a flowering of the imagination. 

It can be beautiful -- or addictive. 

Where a relationship pattern is shown by 

personal planet to personal planet, such as the © to o’ or 9 itis concerned with 
the present life and does not indicate an ingrained, repeating pattern carried 
forward from the past as seen in the above two types, involving personal to 
outer planet contacts. 


Family Patterns 


The earliest relationship is, of course, with the family. We choose our fam- 
ily for the genetic and emotional inheritance they offer us (passed through the 
) and the VI", VII" or XII" houses). We may have prior contact, or old 
karma, with individual members of the family (shown by © or ) aspects in the 
mm", IV"-x", VI" or XI" houses, ¥ in the III" house, repeating ©-) in- 
teraspects to 4 or P, etc. The family relationship reiterates and reinforces our 
deepest expectations and beliefs, positive and negative, carried over from pre- 
vious lives. We may well be continuing an old pattern we have become locked 
into. We may also have selected those parents because they have a pattern of 
interaction with which we feel familiar and comfortable: 


The child lives in the parents' energy field. In other words, the 
child lives and breathes in the atmosphere that the parents create 
through their relationship with each other. (Arroyo) 


and it is in the parent-child relationships that the old patterns become reestab- 
lished. 

© and ) give an indication of the type of parental karma, particularly 
through the IV"-X" house axis and the XII" house, but any planets in the 
IV"-X" house will delineate particular karma with the archetypal parents. Bis 
old power struggles, ¥ an illusive parent who may be idealized and rarely there 
when needed, etc. The sign on the cusp and/or the placement of the ruler and 
its aspects will describe the type ofkarma. 55, for instance, has a past history 
of too much closeness, a suffocating type of mothering, and indicates a need to

break free and become a separate individual. The lesson will be learning to 
untie the apron strings. 

The III" house is an indication of karma with siblings and gives clues as to 
how one will fit into the family. Y here almost always seems to be the outsider, 
the person with this placement often feeling that s/he must have been adopted 
because they are so unlike the rest of the family. The lesson here is that blood 
ties are not as strong as spiritual ones and the true family may indeed be else- 
where. %, the lord of karma, often means that one does not discover one's in- 
telligence until much older because it has in some way been obscured or 
blocked by the family. § in the III" indicates that siblings have been together 
before, and o’ shows an old rivalry that may spill over into the present. 

Parents will be experienced in the present life as "parents" have been in the 
past, whether or not there is a previous connection between parent and child. 
If someone is carrying a "bad parent" archetype ofa challenging ) or © con- 
tact to , for instance, this is what is focused upon. Nine times out of ten the 
parent could be quite adequate, but on the tenth occasion when the parent is 
slow to respond or remains distant or aloof, the child will immediately fall into 
the old "There, I knew s/he was bad" response. If the child is carrying a" good 
parent" expectation, as in positive ©- 4 contacts for instance, this is what will 
be noticed. Someone with this pattern will be much more easily able to cope 
with inadequate parenting. Similarly, if we carry very low self esteem (again 
shown in © or )-» contacts, among others) we will most likely attract parents 
who reinforce this by valuing us for what we achieve, rather than for who we 
intrinsically are. If we have high self worth, we are much less likely to be dam- 
aged by difficult relationships. Sometimes both patterns come in from differ- 
ent lives and both will operate at different times in the present life. 

Sexual abuse has been much talked about recently -- something to do with 
PB making his way through Tl I would surmise. Most abuse occurs within the 
family or those known intimately: to the family. 

Sometimes the reasons for the abuse go back into 

past lives and family relationships can be compli- ) 

cated by previous sexual relationships. Mother ) 

and son, father and daughter, or siblings, may 

have been husband and wife in the 'past.' Or old ri- 

valry can be carried forward, etc. In my coun- 

selling and regression work, I have noticed widely 

differing reactions to abuse -- be it sexual, emo- 

tional or physical. Where there was a previous 

sexual relationship, either the parent or the child is likely to say that it felt 
somehow 'right' (or possibly "my right"). It is seen as an expression of the deep 
love between father-daughter, mother-son, or siblings. 
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Relationships may go back a long way (although time is not, of course, lin- 
ear), and we must remember that such 'incestuous' contacts have not always 
been judged 'wrong' by society. Incest, in some cultures, was viewed very dif- 
ferently; and, indeed, one man said that until he was an adult he "thought that 
was what sisters were for." We regressed him back to ancient Egypt to a time 
when he had to marry his sister to carry on the divine blood line. They had 
maintained a very close relationship and "felt more like soulmates than brother 
and sister." This kind of karmic incest', which is often emotional as much as 
sexual, is shown by ¥ interaspects, contacts to the Nodes, and/or the © or ) in 
the VII" or XII" house. It is very different to the kind ofabuse where or 4 in- 
teraspects to the personal planets, especially o’, are involved and the child 
feels that what is happening is very wrong indeed and yet is powerless to stop 
It. 

The phenomenon of false memory of abuse may well go back into old mem- 
ories. I worked with a man who had been accused by his seventeen-year-old 
stepdaughter of having abused her when she was just entering puberty -- a 
time when old memories can be activated by the hormonal changes taking 
place. He had married her mother when the stepdaughter was very young, and 
said that he felt that he had to marry her mother as much in order to take care of 
the child as because he loved the mother. He had a debt to her. He was 
adamant that he had not touched her, although he said he had found her ex- 
tremely attractive as she grew to womanhood. When we looked at the synas- 
try, there were strong ¥ and % repeating aspects to the personal planets: both 
signs of an ‘old debt' and also the Neptunian ability to pick up the thoughts and 
feelings of the other person. Eventually the stepdaughter entered therapy and 
brought back the memory of an adolescent ‘dream! in which she had married 
her stepfather. She realized that she was an adult in the dream and sponta- 
neously said, "It is a past-life memory, nothing to do with the present life," and 
the accusation was withdrawn. It proved very difficult to explain things to so- 
cial services and the police, however! 
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Adult Relationships 


Very often our choice of partner will be karmic, that is someone we have 
known in the past with whom there is unfinished business, debts or obligations 
to be fulfilled, old promises to keep, etc. (% interaspects). Sometimes there has 
been a strong link over many incarnations and the people come back with 
some specific task in mind, such as when a healing band reforms (¥ in- 
teraspects). Meetings with people from the past can be profoundly stimulat- 
ing, or totally devastating as when old fear (4/2) or antipathy (CVE) is 
triggered. Lustful attraction in an inappropriaté setting, or with someone with 
whom there is a great age gap, can cause problems and for some reason ‘old 
contacts! tend to make themselves known through the lower chakras. Lack of 
between-life planning can also create problems as can past life promises that 
are impossible to keep, or the "I must be with him/her next time" decision 
being taken by one party but not the other. Knowing that this is an old contact 
can help to keep things in perspective, enabling the sense of loving to be main- 
tained but a new way of expressing it found which is more appropriate to the 
present life situation. Sometimes there is a need to set the other person free, 
sometimes they will act as a catalyst for one's own growth (Uranian or Nodal 
contacts). We learn detachment because we cannot be responsible for the 
other person. Soul meetings, ¥, are often ‘outside time’, a boost to enable more 
strength to be found for the tasks of this life knowing that the soul link exists 
both to the past and to the future. 


Karmic Themes 


In our relationships we tend to act out certain themes. People often ask 
why relationships are so painful. The answer is that we recreate what is famil- 
iar and known, no matter how uncomfortable. So many times we go into a re- 
lationship vowing "It will be different this time," only to find the same old 
issues emerging. We attract pain, consciously or unconsciously, in an attempt 
to exorcise it. We seek out a painful situation in the hope that this time it will 
end differently. As Mavis Klein says: 


Pain in our intimate relationships challenges the fixity of our person- 


alities; and joy in our intimate relationships is the fulfillment of our 
ideal self. 
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Typical karmic themes include: 


Father/Mother/Child -- roles which are rarely anything to do with the actual 
family relationship and which carry over into other interactions. Such 
contacts may go back into the past or recreate a familiar pattern. Repeat- 
ing ©/) and P/+ interaspects between the charts are common, as are the 
©, ), or P falling in the other persons's TV"-X" houses. 


Victim/martyr/persecutor/rescuer -- frequently the rescuer ends up as the 
victim or martyr, Abuse and misuse of power, sometimes ina very covert 
way, is fundamental to this set. Such patterns are almost always a continu- 
ation ofa theme, and ¥ orP aspects to the personal planets feature strongly 
in the interaction between the charts. ¥ and/or PB, ML or ¥, may show up 
in the VII" house, indicating an old pattern being rerun. 


Dependence & collusion vs. unconditional love are typically Neptunian 
themes that show up, particularly when interaspects to 2 are involved, 
within an old soul group contact. ¥/X in the VII" house of the natal chart 
also has this as a basic theme around relationships. 


The betrayer & the betrayed (S/¥-9 or 1 placements); the enabler and the 
enabled (B-@); the seducer and the seduced ( ¥-2 or strong Ml place- 
ments); etc., etc. The interaction between personal and outer planets tells 
the story. 


A positive service of some kind, or the need to make reparation is shown by 
strong Il) placements or an emphasis on the VI" house; 4//9 in the I" house or 
4-personal planet contacts across the charts. This is the feeling of ‘owing 
someone something,' an old debt, or of having incarnated with some kind of 
duty, responsibility or burden-- often to do with the family. 


‘Love' Themes 


Many different interactions and feelings have to be grouped under the same 
word because the English language us so impoverished. We have only the 
word 'love! to cover a multitude of situations. 'Love' themes that we are 
dealing with include: 


The Madonna/Whore dichotomy. Sacred vs. profane love. The medieval 


monasteries havea lot to answer for! The fundamental problem here stems 
from a search for perfection (and incredibly high expectations of ourself 
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and others) and from seeing sexuality of any kind as 'bad.' The beloved is 
placed on a pedestal, idealized, idolized. When s/he behaves like a mere 
mortal, fallible human being, total disillusion sets in and the whole edifice 
comes crashing down. Or a person settles on celibacy as a way of avoiding the 
issuc of sex and sexuality. This shows up in ¥-@ aspects in the natal chart, or ¥ as- 
pecting the O, ), ¥ or 2 across the charts. Unconditional love is the antidote and 
the karmic lesson. As is sccing all love, sexual included, as divine. 


The emotional black hole: "There will never be enough love." There is a 
long history of manipulative, abusive relationships where anything that 
passes as 'love' is accepted and held onto because of the very great fear of 
loss/lack of love; and also the desperately needy and greedy desire for 
‘love! which underlies this pattern. For many people with this pattern, 
abuse and anger become internally confused with love. So "if someone 
abuses me, they must love me" can be an underlying theme. This shows up 
in the natal chart and interaspects through 9-E contacts. Learning to find 
love deep inside instead of seeking it from another -- connecting to divine 
or cosmic love that is within us all -- and being able to give love out secure 
in the knowledge that this source will never run out reverses this pattern. 


"I don't deserve to be loved." Someone suffering from this pattern will settle 
for anything resembling a relationship, will accept ‘punishment,' or prosti- 
tute themselves for the housekeeping, for instance, because they do not 
feel they can be loved; they are not worth it (»-@ contacts). This pattern 
usually involves looking to other people for approval and validation (© or 
)-»% aspects). It can also be linked to a dose of the "poor me's," "I can't 
help it," "I have no control over my life" (%-o"). Learning to love oneself 
first, finding inner self-worth, and then to accept love from other people is 
the lesson here. As with the previous type, connecting to our spiritual core 
reverses the destructive process. Also recognizing that we create, and at- 
tract, exactly the relationship we expect at our deepest level. 


The treadmill. "Love hurts" ($-). "If it isn't hurting, it's not working," etc. 
The treadmill shows up in aspects to 9 and heavy VII"-VIII" houses' plan- 
ets as well as an overemphasis on the water element. We create what we 
expect... our experience reinforces our expectations.... and round and 
round we go. Break the pattern! Recognize that we are entitled to, and ca- 
pable of, fulfilling relationships. 
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"I don't need love." Lack of the water element, strong 24 placements, a dis- 
sociated 9, 9 in the XII" house, *% in the VIII" , and many other contacts 
spell out this old decision. Separation and isolation area choice many peo- 
ple make in order to avoid the pain of 'loving,' They are seemingly indepen- 
dent and strong, but may be running away from old pain which, because it 
has been suppressed, has a powerful hold, Reconnecting to the spiritual 
core and releasing the old pain helps here, but a basic need is to take the 
risk of connection with humanity as well; especially through a one-to-one 
contact, 


The Mystic Marriage. 


An ancient Egyptian papyrus still exists setting out the steps for making the 
mystic marriage. It was a carefully coordinated evolution on the physical, 
emotional, mental and spiritual levels, which was carefully supervised. It took 
years. Both parties had to be ready, one could not advance without the other. 
Once the souls were joined on all these levels, they were intended to stay to- 
gether throughout eternity (complementary charts, well balanced as to ele- 
ments; ¥ interaspects and &3 contacts). Such contacts have a powerful hold 
and may lie at the base of "soulmates." But equally, it is possible to have made 
more than one mystic marriage. Or to have made it for that one incarnation 
only. A spiritual divorce may be called for (XK interaspects), The mystic mar- 
riage can be seen in repeating personal planet interaspects, especially those of 
9, with ¥, anda Q-Q contact. 


Soulmates 


This is perhaps the greatest difficulty in relationships. So many people 
yearn for their soulmate. One only. One for ever. And yet we have many 
soulmates, the members of our soul group, the people we have made con- 
tact with at the deepest level of our being. And our evolution may not call for 
our soulmate this time around. Or our soulmates may be helping us to learn 
some very difficult and painful lessons. 


Karmic Contacts 


When looking at synastry and karmic contacts, it should be remembered 
that either partner can act out the outer or the personal planet role. And, at dif- 
ferent stages in life, the roles will probably switch between partners. As with 
the planets, the contacts have an up side and a down side. Unfortunately, it is 
usually the down side that makes itself felt first ina relationship. 
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Ce) contacts are symbiotic, manipulative and devious. There is often a de- 
gree of magnetism from the P person, and the other person is initially 
very willing to fall back into the old pattern of being dominated and 
manipulated -- common with parents and child, employer-employee, 

as wellas lovers. Later the contact becomes suffocating and life-sapping. The 
old interaction is often one of master-slave, one person having total control 
over the other, or lovers who have no boundaries between them and where 
one seems to own the soul of the other. The lesson is to set the other person 
free to be an individual, to put manipulation aside so that each can grow in 
their own way, spontaneously and according to their own life plan. When this 
happens, Plutonian relationships can become very creative because the energy 
is used at the transformative rebirthand regeneration level. 


is the opposite of this contact. Where E was absorbed into the other, 

MW never really got committed. There is often sporadic and intensely 

exciting contact, mixed with long gaps where the partners never got 

together. This was due to war, travelling, transient love-affairs, etc. 
In the present incarnation, the two partners need to build in space while re- 
maining committed to each other: this is the freedom commitment issue. Ifa 
child is concerned, the apron strings must be untied. There has to be the free- 
dom to go offand do new things within the security of knowing that the rela- 
tionship will continue. Recognition is also needed that the relationship cannot 
continue at an intensely exciting level for ever, it cannot be lived at a frantic 
pace or it will burn itself out. On the other hand, the decision may be needed to 
set each other totally free. On the positive side, K contacts propel us into 
something new, they act as a catalyst, they help us to transform. 


spects are common within a marriage-type relationship or between 

parents and children. Initially there will bea sense of security, some- 

thing so well known and comfortable. There may then bea step back, 

a sense of "this is really serious stuff." Once the parties are commit- 
ted, then the negative aspects or the karmic lessons start to emerge but there 
will be a desire to work through it. There is a strong sense of duty or debt to 
the other person, of owing them something. »- contacts in particular can de- 
velop a dependency where support is needed. The » person has to learn to en- 
courage growth or self-sufficiency without fearing that they will then be left 
behind as the other grows. As» can be experienced as very heavy handed and 
authoritarian, a sense of humor and lightness of touch helps this contact along. 
Working negatively, » is the ball and chain that holds people together; work- 
ing positively, it is the glue that cements a relationship giving it stability and 
long-term strength. 
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is a much more subtle kind of debt, asoulmate connection. ¥ contacts 

to the ©, ), Jor Q havea kind of mystical unity about them, carry overs 

from an old telepathic training and spiritual bond. With the square as- 

pect especially, this can give an unrealistic idealization of the person, 
based on seeing how they were in the past, or how they could be, and expect- 
ing them to be perfect. These contacts can also include collusion, confusion, 
delusion and self-deception, particularly if the ¥ person is deluding or deceiv- 
ing him/herself. They are brought face to face with the illusions through the 
personal planet of the other person. ¥ will squirm for a while and try to evade 
the truth of the interaction but it tends to be brought up again and again until 
the other person, and the relationship, is clearly seen for what they are now. 
However, ¥ contacts offer the highest possibility of healing through uncondi- 
tional love and the ability to accept the other person exactly as they are. 


contacts are expansive ones and may well indicate an old soulmate 

connection. Someone whose 4 contacts your personal planets, As- 

cendant or MC will help you to tune into your highest potential. They 

may act as your spiritual adviser, or teach you how to enjoy the mate- 
rial life, finding success and fulfillment on any level. The 4-As contact is com- 
mon across the charts of handicapped children and their parents. It is as 
though } brings them together so that all can grow, and there is often a close 
bond between all concerned. 


contacts have to do with healing our karmic wounds. When in- 

teraspects repeat, we may well be working through karma with some- 

one on whom we have inflicted pain, or who has wounded us in the 

past, or they may trigger our own self-wounding. Either way, this will 
be an opportunity to change the pattern, to bring out the potential for whole- 
ness within the partnership. & contacts may bring usan initiatory experience in 
which the old self dies and the new self emerges. 


Our karmic connections can, therefore, make sense out of the inexplicable. 
They relate to a much wider picture we are painting, to the journey of the soul 
through incarnation and initiation into a more refined state ofawareness. Re- 
lationships are where we grow and reconnect to the whole.

emotions are in the )’s realm. 
)-% aspects determine how 
the brain processes thoughts, 
how it becomes the mind, and 
how its inner contents are 
conveyed to the outside 
world. 

We recognize these contents of 
the mind when they are put into 
words or into action, communicat- 
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ing to ourselves or to others, thus 
becoming external behavior. This is 
primarily language, speech and 
writing, which are in ¥’s domain. 
Body language is another form of 
communicating the contents of the 
mind, but that is not included in our 
discussion here since it operates 
mostly on the instinctive level, 
where 8 is much less involved. 

Put simply, the ) is the instinc- 
tive, intuitive contents of the 
brain/mind, and ¥ is the vehicle 
through which these are conveyed. 
This is also why § relates to logical 
and conscious thought—language, 
both written and spoken, is based 
on structure and form; its inner 
logic must be followed to be un- 
derstood. 

This is important not only in 
dialogue with the outer world (that 
is, with others) but also in under- 
standing one’s own self. We get to 
know ourselves and become con- 
scious through the thought process, 


and as thoughts are expressed in 
words they also have form. 

Using computer terminology, 
we can say that the process in- 
cludes input, throughput and out- 


put. Input can be reading, seeing, 
hearing or listening. Throughput is 
processing the information, memo- 
rizing, recalling old information, 
and putting it all into a coherent 
model to enhance the understand- 
ing. Output is speech and writing. 
All these take place in the brain and 
in the rest of the nervous system. 

Science has come a long way in 
studying how these function. The 
cells in the nervous system are 
called neurons. They interconnect 
through synapses, which act like 
gates, allowing or inhibiting the 
flow of information in certain di- 
rections. The presence of certain 
chemicals, neuro-transmitters, is 
essential for this to take place. 
Some of these chemicals contain 
calcium ions—appropriately, since 
¥-* aspects also contribute to long 
memory and very good retention of 
information, and % rules calcium. 
There is a Talmudic metaphor, Bor 
sud sh’eino me’abed tippa, — that 
compares a good student to “a 
water hole in the ground, whose 
sides are covered with whitewash, 
which does not lose a drop.” 
Whitewash is made from lime 
which contains calcium. 

So the ) is the contents and % is 
the messenger who delivers them to 
the outside world. When these two 
bodies are in a difficult configura- 
tion (°, O or 2) in the horoscope, 
this process becomes problematic. 
By the same token, the harmonious 
aspects, ¢, A and Z, are very bene- 
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ficial for this process. 

Typical problems or challenges 
associated with hard aspects in- 
clude difficulties in concentration; 
absentmindedness and possibly bad 
memory; the inability to complete a 
thought or sentence; meandering 
conversation, not getting to the 
point. Associated phenomena in- 
clude spelling errors; transposing or 
dropping letters in writing; trans- 
posing digits in numerical figures 
and telephone numbers; and various 
other mental errors. This extends to 
audio faculties, so that a person 
may not hear all the words in a 
sentence, or perceive only partial 
information. 

)-% people are usually quite 
talkative and, at times, verbose. 
Their issue is communication and in 
their struggle to communicate they 
need to expend more energy or “try 
harder” to get their thoughts out. 

Hard aspects between the ) and 
% can be a real problem for stu- 
dents, who may experience actual 
learning disabilities, which are a 
source of frustration to their par- 
ents and teachers. They can be 
dyslexic, slow in developing their 
reading/writing skills, or simply 
dislike these activities altogether. 
This is an organic problem, but they 
don’t know it and feel embarrassed, 
believing others see them as stupid, 
in turn this can contribute to a low 
self-esteem and the many social is- 
sues arising therefrom. Such stu- 
dents tend to lean towards non- 
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academic activities, where they do 
much better. These people will in- 
variably do much better later in life, 
when studying and learning on their 
own as adults. They often end up 
being self-taught; in a process of 
Compensation, they can become 
much better educated than those 
who have undergone formal educa- 
tion. The source problem persists 
though, and the process will con- 
tinue throughout life. It is impor- 
tant to remember that in most cases 
these aspects are mitigated and 
compensated by other factors in the 
chart, so ordinary functioning is not 
a problem. 

Spalding Grey, a humorist and 
satirist with a general interest in 
people, who performs monologues 
on stage and television, is an ex- 
ample of how things turn out on the 
positive side. In a TV interview, he 
said he had a learning disability and 
could never memorize written text. 
He therefore came up with his 
monologues, which are improvised 
as he speaks, with only a theme or 
an image in his mind to guide him.

This is especially so in 
their professional lives. People with 
difficult )-% aspects may become 
journalists, writers, speakers, pub- 
lishers or involved with the media 
in other ways. If other factors in the 
chart are of a mitigating nature, the 
aspect does not appear as a real 
problem externally in the ordinary 
professional and social context, and 
becomes compensated for in vari- 
ous ways, but the person is usually 
aware of it inside. 

Bill Moyers was a press secre- 
tary in the Johnson administration. 
Recently he created the acclaimed 
TV series, The World of Ideas. In 
1993 he published Healing & the 


Mind and narrated a documentary 
series on Public television based on 
his book, in which he explored the 
healing power and the workings of 
the human mind. This is a positive 
example of the mind’s self-drive to 
explore itself!

Hedda Hopper, the newspaper 
columnist and Hollywood gossip, 
had § in I & Din #. 


Radio sportscaster, Howard 
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Cosell has the ) at 15° Il 0 § at 24° 
. The positive side is provided by 
the O, ruler of the ASC in the IX" 
house at 4° T. 

By far the most astounding ex- 
ample is Alexander Graham Bell, 
born on 3rd March 1847 at 7 a.m. 
LMT in Edinburgh, Scotland. ¥ is 
at 25° in the I" (ASC 16° }) ex- 
actly & ) at 25° M7 in the VII". 
Bell not only invented the tele- 
phone but was also married to a 
deaf woman. He surely needed to 
communicate! 

I recently obtained the chart of 
Bill Gates, the founder of Micro- 
soft, the company whose software 
runs about 70% of the PC’s in the 
world’. True to form, he has the ), 
tuling his 18° €§ Ascendant, in the 
X" house at 8° T & $ at 16° + in 
the IV". After he had built his own 
PC, he dropped out of Harvard and 
founded his own company. The rest 
is history. 

Robert De Niro has the ) (14°

plays the part of a man who cannot 
read or write yet, using his natural 
intelligence, he is an inventor and 
very good with his hands!

n astrologer friend of mine 

once described the )-% 

difficulty as “the right brain 
is not talking to the left brain.” The 
left side of the brain is where lan- 
guage and other linear processes 
are performed, whereas the right 
side is where pictures, images, 
patterns and spatial recognition 
take place. The disconnectedness 
creates a kind of chaotic situation 
in the brain, when an image is rec- 
ognized that cannot be verbalized, 
or vice versa, when articulation ex- 
ists without form or pattern. This 
has an intriguing dimension of very 
high level of intuition and creativ- 
ity. Since the mind is not bound by 
rigid rules or accepted forms it can 
wander off into different avenues 
and come up with quite original 
ideas. 

Intuition and creativity also pro- 
duce an artistic side. One of my 
clients, a woman in her early six- 
ties, has § O ). She could not re- 
late to my probing about communi- 
cation issues, yet her son has dys- 
lexia and is also an artist! 

)-¥ aspects can be an indication 
of a high level of intelligence. On 
the daily side it is a problem that 
one can live with and handle rela- 
tively easily, once it is recognized 
for what it is. 

While I was writing this article I 
was reading Ellic Howe’s Astrol- 
ogy & the Third Reich, an informa- 
tive study of astrology in the west- 
ern world from the early 1800s to 
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the 1950s. A passage in the book 
intrigued me enough to run a solar 
chart and test my theory. Yes, the ) 
at 17° Sis & ¥ and *% at 22° M. 


The passage was: 
William Joseph Tucker, the son of 
a London policeman, was born on 
19 November 1896 and left school 
at age fourteen. After his demobi- 
lization from the army in 1919, he 
was employed in the fur trade until 
1931, but during his spare time he 
took correspondence courses in 
civil engineering and chemistry. 
Mr. Tucker was in fact a scientist 
manqué.

The underscoring is mine, to in-

Howe goes on to describe 
Tucker’s involvement with astrol- 
ogy, and also explains that within 
just a few months he received three 
doctorates for his book on the 
mind. 

)-% aspects appear frequently in 
charts and the consulting astrologer 
can be of great help in pointing out and 
explaining this syndrome. This is one 
situation when awareness can help.

Perry: An Hierarchical Model of the Psyche 


An Hierarchical Model 


of the Psyche 


by GLENN PERRY 


LSEWHERE I have pro- 
posed an_ astrological 
model of consciousness 
based on a hierarchical 


structure’. In this model, 


which has four levels (see Figure 1), 
zodiacal signs are considered to be 
essentially archetypes that can be 
distilled down to basic psychological 
needs. Such needs are themselves hi- 
erarchically ordered in that earlier 
signs signify drives that are more 
fundamental and most be satisfied 
before those that relate to later 
signs’. 

Level I, then, symbolizes the 
roots of consciousness and the basic 
needs that the planets strive to fulfill. 
Levels II, III, & IV represent succes- 
sive levels of consciousness that the 
horoscope asa whole symbolizes. 

Level II signifies aspect patterns 
that constitute the underlying cogni- 
tive structure, or personal myths, 
which operate more or less outside 
of conscious awareness. This deep 
level structure constitutes an endur- 
ing organization of ideas and ex- 
pectancies that regulate behavior 


and generate specific kinds of out- 
comes at Levels III and IV. 

Anaspect can be thought ofas an 
unconscious belief that emerges out 
of the relative integration of the signs 
(Level I) that the operative planets 
tule. If 4 is O ¥, for example, the 
search for truth (>) and the need for 
transformation (TL) may conflict in 
such a manner that some sort of neg- 
ative idea emerges. This might take 
the form of: 


This aspect suggests that the 
quest for truth, morality, and 
justice is linked to a fear that, 
perhaps, there is no meaning, 
justice, or enduring values in 
life, or that to express one's 
truth is a dangerous thing. The 
person may actually be afraid of 
what he believes or does not be- 
lieve in regard to ethics, reli- 
gion, or philosophy. It is like a 
wound in the capacity to trust 
and have faith in the Universe. 
If this wound is successfully 
healed, the individual may expe- 
rience a profound regeneration 
in his capacity for faith in a 
higher power.

sticking to an abstract order of pro- 
cess. There is no attempt to predict 
how the individual thinks, feels, or 
behaves (Level ITI), or what kinds of 
experiences he is likely to have 
(Level IV). These later level mani-

festations have more to do with what 
I call "content." The psychological 
content of Level IIT involves surface 
personality traits, or conscious 
thinking, feeling, and behavior. In- 
cluded here are attitudes, meaning 
attributions, and internal dialogue. 
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At this level of consciousness the in- 
dividual is constantly making predic- 
tions about what to expect ina given 
situation as well as attributing mean- 
ing to what does happen. His inter- 
nal dialogue tells him what to do and 
how to behave in order to satisfy the 
needs that are triggered by particular 
circumstances, e.g., when faced with 
a situation that calls for spiritual con- 
viction, Returning to 4 O ¥, a Level 
II interpretation would be the fol- 
lowing: 


The individual may be cynical 
about religion, politics, or any 
institution that advocates a par- 
ticular truth, morality, or system 
of ethics. When he docs commit 
to a particular truth, it is accom- 
panicd by great intensity of feel- 
ing. This sometimes manifests 
in a tendency to try to convert 
or pressure others to believe the 
very things about which the in- 
dividual himself is secretly un- 
sure, 


Note that this interpretation has 
more to do with an attitude "cyni- 
cal," a feeling "great intensity," anda 
behavioral tendency "try to convert 
or pressure others," all of which re- 
late to and emerge out of the under- 
lying belief of Level II. Again, Iam 
not talking about personality in gen- 
eral, but to a specific part of the per- 
son that has to do with a wound (¥) 
in his capacity for faith (4). If no ef- 
fort is made to relate psychological 
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outcomes to the processes of the op- 
erative planets and to the sign-needs 
they rule, we have merely a superfi- 
cial rendering of certain traits that 
may appear similar to the meanings 
attributed to other planetary combi- 
nations. Worse, these traits will 
seem to be caused, not by beliefs, but 
by the planets. Weare back to deter- 
minism! It is only by grounding the 
outcome in a psychological process 
of basic needs and core beliefs that 
the interpretation gains depth and 
substance. More importantly, it em- 
powers the individual to take re- 
sponsibility for him or herself. 

If planetary aspects constitute 
the information of Level II, it is these 
same aspects in combination with 
planetary sign positions that make 
up the material of Level III. In con- 
trast to the underlying cognitive 
structure of Level IT, Level III has 
more to do with observable behavior 
or what we generally mean by the 
term "personality." It is the sign po- 
sitions of the planets, in addition to 
their aspects, that tells us how the in- 
dividual is going to be expressing his 
or her psychological makeup. In ef- 
fect, signs add color and nuance to 
the basic skeletal structure of the 
planetary patterns. Signs also high- 
light certain overriding themes that 
the operative planets catalyze. 

Returning to our example of } Oo 
¥, consider the chart of Ralph Nader 
who has an exact O between \ in = 
and ¥ in &. The @-~ dilemma has 


to do with the struggle between the 
need for closeness, nurturance, and 
protection (§9), and the need for re- 
lationship based on principles of fair- 
ness, equality, and respect for human 
rights (=). Clearly, Nader's mission 
as a consumer advocate 
involves the typical 4-¥ 
struggle over the legiti- 
macy of truth claims (in 
advertising), question- 
able ethics and lack of 
values (by product man- 
ufacturers), and the no- 
tion of truth as 
dangerous (as seen in the legal risks 
of taking companies to court who 
promote products that are haz- 
ardous to public health or safety). 
The €3- theme enters in when we 
consider that Nader, in effect, is 
making sure that the rights of the in- 
dividual consumer (+) are protected 
(&) from spurious claims by manu- 
facturers. Nader makes sure that 
consumers are objectively informed 
about “both sides" of the product, 
i.e., he tells you about the dark side 
that the advertisers are hiding. 
"Nader's Raiders" are like an organi- 
zation of "good" mothers who zeal- 
ously protect their children---the 
public at large---from "bad" people 
who might otherwise mislead, ex- 
ploit, or abuse them. Here we see 
how the 4 O ¥ catalyzes into focus 
the characteristic themes of & and 
--protection, caring, and support 
(&), along with fairness, balance, 


TeV 
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and individual rights (=). The theme 
of the good mother/lawyer is under 
scored by the fact that in Nader's 
chart 4 is * ). Again, the signs that 4 
and ¥ occupy, and the additional as- 
pects they make to other planets, add 
layer after layer of mean- 
ing to the core structure 
of the aspect. 

Level IV interpreta- 
tions relate to the proba- 
ble kinds of events, 
experiences, and_ rela- 
tionships the individual is 
likely to create and at- 
tract. This is the environmental con- 
tent that emerges out of the self- 
fulfilling prophecies of Level III and 
the deeper, generative beliefs of 
Level II. The environment is the re- 
cipient of projections in such a way 
that it tends to conform to the con- 
sciousness of the individual. Like a 
mirror of psychic structure, it re- 
flects back to the individual the de- 
gree to which he has integrated 
various functions and actualized his 
human potentials. 

Suppose, for example, that our 
\4-¥ person secretly doubts the sin- 
cerity of any higher moral authority 
(core belief of Level II) and "pre- 
dicts" that people will attempt to 
force upon hima set of false religious 
or political doctrines (self-fulfilling 
prophecy of Level III). So he zeal- 
ously protects his own beliefs and 
acts in a hostile, defensive manner 
toward all who challenge his faith. 
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The final outcome (Level IV) might 
be the following: 


This could result in power 
struggles with people or institu- 
tions whose moral principles the 
individual has offended or vio- 
lated. In the end, circumstances 
may conspire to force a trans- 
formation in one's ethical, philo- 
sophical, or religious belief 
system. 


A good example of Level IV 
content is Richard Nixon (4 & ¥) 
who kept an "enemies list" 
of his political opponents 
and was ultimately thrown 
out of office for ethics vio- 
lations. 

Likewise, Saddam 
Hussein's (4 & ¥) twisted 
religious fanaticism justified his at- 
tempts to systematically annihilate 
rival sects of the Islamic religion, not 
to mention his use of long range mis- 
siles against the innocent people of 
neighboring Israel. Like Nixon, Hus- 
sein has been subject to repeated at- 
tempts to terminate his presidency -- 
through wars, revolts, and assassina- 
tion attempts -- although, unlike 
Nixon, he has survived to date. 

On a more positive note, Martin 
Luther's (4  ¥) Ninety-five Theses 
constituted a passionate attack on 
various ecclesiastical abuses in the 
16th century. Luther challenged the 
monolithic authority of the Catholic 
Church and precipitated the Refor- 
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mation, which ultimately spread all 
over the world through Protestant 
missions. A prolific writer, Luther's 
polemical works became the hall- 
mark of Reformation writings. Even 
the words "Reformation" and 
"Protestant" bear witness to the 4-¥ 
contact, 1e., "Protestant religion" 
derives from Luther's insistence that 
Christians had the right "to protest" 
established Catholic tenets, while 
"Reformation" derives from the radi- 
cal "reforms" that followed. To pro- 
test and reform (¥) the Christian 
religion (4) is a particu- 
larly cogent example of 
Jupiter-Pluto contacts. 

A more insidious ex- 
ample was the case of Jim 
Jones (4 & ¥) who set up 
his own paranoid religious 
sect in Guyana and murdered a U.S. 
Congressman sent to investigate 
him. The infamous mass suicide of 
Jones and his followers illustrates 
the drastically dark depths to whicha 
negatively plutonized 4 can fall. 
Again, however, it is not simply the 
\-¥ contact that tells the story, but 
the aspects it forms to other planets. 
In this case, 4 ¢ ¥ was part ofa T-O 
involving an & to 4 in theIandag 
to)oQ¢ Kin the III”. Giventhe dy- 
namic stress of the T-0, it is not diffi- 
cult to understand the extreme 
tension with which Jones held his po- 
litical and religious beliefs. 

More integrated versions of hard 


\4-¥ contacts would be Richard Tar- 
nas (4 & ¥), who wrote The Passion 
of the Western Mind--a deep, pene- 
trating analysis and reformulation of 
the Western philosophical tradition, 
and Shirley MacLaine (4 O ¥), 
whose spiritual regeneration and 
new age philosophy be- 
came the basis for her best- 
selling book-movie Out on 
aLimb. 

I have pointed out how 
at Level III of our model it 
is the planetary sign posi- 
tions that add color and nu- 
ance to the personality. At 
Level IV, however, it is the 
planetary house positions that be- 
come our chief focus, for these rep- 
resent the environments that form 
the backdrop for the activities of the 
planets. House positions constitute 
the circumstances and _ situations 
upon which projections may be reg- 
istered 

Richard Nixon, for example, had 
¥ in the X" house opposing \ in the 
IV", so his conflict with opposing 
ideologies occurred primarily in the 
political arena (X" house) and in cir- 
cumstances relating to patriotism, 
the homeland, and the need to pro- 
tect and sustain a way of life (IV" 
house). Nixon's IV" house was im- 
plicated in the rising tide of opposi- 
tion to the Vietnam war at home. 
Many American families, and partic- 
ularly mothers, were vehemently op- 
posed to the commitment of U.S. 
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troops to fight an unpopular war on 
another country's soil. "Bring our 
boy's home" was the rallying cry of 
anti-war protesters--yet another 
form of"Protestantism." 

Saddam Hussein also has ¥ in the 
X" ¢ \ in the IV", and again it was 
his invasion of another 
country (Kuwait), along 
with Kurdish uprisings at 
home, that formed the 
backdrop for his ideologi- 
cal and religious battles. 
In Hussein's case, nearly 
the entire world "protest- 
ed" his actions. 

Martin Luther, the 
founder of the Protestant religion, 
had 4 ¢ ¥ in the III" house. Luther 
was a prolific and polemical writer 
(III" House) whose works triggered 
a century of intense theological de- 
bate and religious upheaval. 

Similarly, Richard Tarnas has ¥ 
in the III" # 4 in the IX". Like 
Luther, his intense involvement with 
the depths of spiritual and religious 
truth has positioned him as a Univer- 
sity Professor and writer (IX" and 
IIL" Houses), his primary focus being 
the need for a regenerated paradigm 
that integrates forbidden models like 
astrology 

In summary, our hierarchical 
model constitutes a multi-leveled 
mosaic of interwoven, interpenetrat- 
ing meanings. The signs of the zo- 
diac symbolize the foundation of our 
structure, while planets in aspect 
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represent the inner framework that 
rests upon this foundation. Layered 
over this framework, planetary sign 
Positions flesh out and detail nu- 
ances of personality as well as ac- 
centing specific themes that 
characterize the life, Finally, the 
houses constitute the primary envi- 
Tonments, or circumstances, in 
which planetary energies manifest, 
Our fourfold structure can be sum- 
marized accordingly: 


Level I: Zodiacal signs symbolize 
universal needs that reside at the 
core of the human psyche and pene- 
trate the entire structure. 


Level IT: Planetary aspects symbol- 
ize patterns of thought and belief-- 
the deep structure--that relate to the 
satisfaction of the needs the planets 
rule. 


Level ITT: Planetary sign positions-- 
the surface structure--add color and 
style to the personality, and consti- 
tute certain themes that reoccur 
throughout the life. 


Level IV: Houses provide specific 
kinds of environments, situations, 
and circumstances that form the 
stage or backdrop for he activities of 
the panets that occupy them. 
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R ELIABILITY — is Inversely 
Proportional to Concrete- 
ness: When making astrological in- 
terpretations, I tend to move from 
process to content and become in- 
creasingly tentative as I ascend each 
tier of our fourfold hierarchy, The 
reason for this is that process is an 
abstraction about which we can be 
more or less certain, but how process 
manifests as content is inherently un- 
certain. Note thatas we move up the 
hierarchy, we are adding more and 
more information to our basic struc- 
ture planets in aspect, planets in 
signs in aspect, planets in signs in 
houses in aspect. Ultimately we are 
dealing with so many variables that it 
is near impossible to predict with any 
degree of certainty the final out- 
come. Level II processes, however, 
refer to core beliefs that provide the 
underpinning of perceptions, feel- 
ings, and behavior. Process, in other 
words, is the generative matrix out 
of which the psychological content 
of Level III emerges. If Level I con- 
stitutes the foundation of conscious- 
ness--the primordial structures of 
psyche--Level II is the framework, 
or skeletal structure. Just as the 
skeletal structure of the body is hid- 
den beneath layers of skin and cloth- 
ing, so the core beliefs implicit in 
astrological aspects often reside be- 
neath conscious awareness. Yet, 
these deep beliefs operate like un- 
derground springs that nurture and 
sustain the surface life of the soul. 


I have stated that the specific 
content generated by the flowing 
process structures of Level II is to a 
large extent dependent upon thesign 
and house positions of the planets in- 
volved. However, even knowing the 
sign/house positions, we are still lim- 
ited to describing potential behav- 
iors and events. While I can be 
reasonably sure, for example, that a 
person with 4 0 ¥ is going to strug- 
gle with the need to integrate some 
sort of ethical belief system into his 
or her life, the specific content, or 
details, of the struggle is less clear. 
Also, this content is likely to change 
over time. At one stage of the life the 
person may be vehemently atheistic. 
Later he or she may become, like the 
apostle Paul, a passionate spokes- 
person for a new religion. In other 
words, whereas content is ephem- 
eral, process endures; the belief that 
the aspect reflects -- a fervid struggle 
with ethical, religious, or philo- 
sophic matters -- is a relatively stable 
structure and not easily dislodged. 

A simple formula here is reliabil- 
ity is inversely proportional to con- 
creteness. In other words, the more 
concrete the interpretation, the less 
reliable it becomes. We can be less 
sure about the manifestation of level 
Ill, for example, precisely because it 
is more concrete than level II. The 
psychological content of level III is 
analogous to the walls, roof, and ac- 
tual contents of the building that 
which covers and occupies the basic 
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infrastructure. Just as one can paint 
the walls of their home, hang up new 
pictures, or buy new furniture, there 
are any number of traits, attitudes, 
and behaviors that can emerge out of 
underlying core beliefs. Yet, a given 
behavioral outcome constitutes only 
one of several possible manifesta- 
tions of process -- all of which may 
be true at different times in the life, 
but none of which is important in it- 
self. It is the meaning of the outcome 
as a manifestation of psychological 
process that is important for the 
client to understand. Albert Einstein 
is reputed to have said, "The world 
we have made as a result of the level 
of thinking we done thus far creates 
problems we cannot solve at the 
same level at which we created 
them." Einstein recognized that it is 
extremely difficult to change deeply 
entrenched patterns of behavior at 
the same level at which the behavior 
occurs. One can, however, change 
the beliefs that produce and support 
the behavior. Returning to our ex- 
ample of 40 ¥, it is unlikely that one 
would change a cynical and hostile 
attitude toward traditional religious 
authorities without first realizing the 
psychological basis of the condition. 
Conversely, if an individual grows to 
realize that he has a deep seated fear 
and pervasive doubt as to the legiti- 
macy of religious truth, this itself can 
lead to a potential softening of rigid 
intellectual defenses. In a recent arti- 
cle in Considerations, Andrew Pat- 
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terson’ notes that the astrologer Alan Oken refers to hard aspects be- 
tween \ and ¥ as "the false prophet." While this pithy phrase may cap- 
ture one manifestation of the configuration, it does little to help us 
understand the underlying psychological motivations that are in- 


volved. 
Summary 


A hierarchical model of the astrological chart 
has been presented that illustrates how all be- 
havior is ultimately in the service of underlying 
needs, These needs are regulated by core be- 
liefs as symbolized by planetary aspects. The 
surface manifestation of personality -- traits, 
attitudes, and behavior, as wellas the quality of 
events and situations the individual repeatedly 
experiences, are grounded in these underlying, 
often unconscious structures. Accordingly, 
good interpretations must take into accord the 
needs and idiosyncratic beliefs that serve as the 
generative matrix for astrological outcomes. 
Otherwise, delineations will tend to be superfi- 
cial, overly concrete, vague, not particularly 
useful, or some combination of all of these. 
Utilized properly, the astrological chart is a 
marvelous tool for gaining insight into the mul- 
tilayered, complex tapestry of the psyche.

In addition to the poetic 
and spiritual functions of as- 
trology, its symbolic language 
possesses an extremely rich 
structure which could serve to 
renew contemporary models 
of formalization that have now 
become too reductive. 

A conservatory ofan 
"imaginative" logic which has 
Sora long time been dismissed, 
astrology is not simply a pre- 
scientific form of astronomy 
but also the life source from 
which Kepler drew his famous 
three laws. 

Can it restore life to con- 
temporary scientific thought 
which is now struggling with 
the eternal mystery of time? 


ROM THEIR regularly 


published debates on 
Science & Astrology, 


one may well come to be- 


lieve that popular scien- 
tific revues strive to develop the 
critical mind of the reader. Nowa- 
days, however, the fact that astrol- 
ogy is approached exclusively from 
the perspective of the influence of 
planets on the behavior of individu- 
als has become the source of great 
confusion. 

We can only agree with those 
who are opposed to astrology -- usu- 
ally these are astronomers or astro- 
physicists -- who have no problem in 
finding arguments to show that as- 
trology can in no way be based on 
any theory of physics. That science 
progresses and that concepts suchas 
"non-separability" evoke this "uni- 
versal sympathy" (which, in ancient 
times, provided the natural frame- 
work for astrology) so be it! But 
"non-separability" is a concept of 
physics (proven by the experiment 
evoked by the E.P.R. paradox) 
which is valid only at the quantic 
scale of phenomena. It is located ina 
completely different realm from that 
of the image of universal interdepen- 
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dence from which astrology de- 
tives. It is obvious that the field of 
astrology extends to a// human ac- 
tivities -- physical, psychical, intel- 
lectual, social and spiritual. Its aim 
is to reach a harmonious integra- 
tion of the different realms of exis- 
tence which, according to 
traditional conceptions, can be 
summarized by the Spirit, the Soul 
and the Body (or Matter). 
Astrology was born out of the 
essential need to order the appar- 
ent chaos of the human experience. 
Later on this search became intel- 
lectualized in a scientific form and 
was limited to the understanding of 
the outside world. With the birth of 
physics, an extraordinary aptitude 
for the description of phenomena 
and for action upon nature was 
brought about. This ability was 
based on the extreme limitation of 
its field of investigation, where all 
that was dependent upon the inter- 
mediary space of the Soul was ex- 
cluded. The resulting duality of 
Spirit-Matter is today called into 
question by the observation of 
phenomena on the quantic level. 
However, the methodology of 
physics is still based on the causal 
analysis of phenomena. At this 
point how can we not be aware of 
the extreme limitations to which 
astrology is subject as soon as we 
evoke known physical agents or 
those yet to be discovered and 
which are likely to act on the char- 
acter on the individual (i.e. electro- 
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magnetic fields, atmospheric pres- 
sure, cosmic rays, etc.). How cana 
"o effect", a" effect" and such 
like, even if proven by statistics, 
carve out all the subtleties ofa per- 
sonality? 

Likely enough, this causalist 
contamination of astrology dates 
back to the Grecian mathemati- 
cians. However it is above all with 
the emergence of a so-called clas- 
sical science in the XVII" century 
that the choice of certain type of 
mathematics, based on differential 
equations, came up with the idea of 
unilateral causality. 

Today, it is an increasingly rec- 
ognized fact that traditional sci- 
ences form the cradle of modern 
sciences. The primordial images of 
alchemy and astrology were at the 
heart of Newton's and Kepler's in- 
tuition, which brought into exis- 
tence the kind of mathematical 
structuring of the laws of physics 
that we know today (Cazenave, 
1990; Thuillier, 1988). Thus, para- 
doxically, astrology is a victim ofa 
process of contamination which it 
had itself partly triggered but 
which was no means inescapable. 

In opposition to this causalist 
reductive approach, other re- 
searchers have tackled new ap- 
proaches to astrology (and also to 
human and universal reality) based 
on the conceptualization of the no- 
tion of coupling. 


For Marcel Locquin, 
every event: atom, planet, human 
being for example, is a subtractive 
property of Space and is coupled, 
that is to say linked by a resonance 
to the Cosmos and to the Universe in 
their entirety. 


(Brunier, Jacq, Locquin, 1970) 


For Daniel Verney, 
the being of man -- his body, his 
brain and more generally his psyche 
-- have been tuned, by the set of op- 
erators which are not only physical, 
tocertain cosmic structures such as, 
for example, the forms of the solar 
system, the numbers and their prop- 
erties and relations, certain geomet- 
rical figures or transformations. 
(Verney, 1987) 


Scere has cleared the skies 
of the planetary spirits and 
gods who were once the undeniable 
sovereigns. What today appear to be 
mysteries of the universe (black 
holes, quasars, neutrinos, etc.) are 
only imperfections of contemporary 
cosmological models destined to 
disappear when replaced by new 
models. They will never be able to 
replace the medium of animated ma- 
terial which gave primitive man ac- 
cess to the inner chaos of the soul, 
from the outside. But, if the causalist 
explanation of astrology must be ex- 
cluded, renouncing astrology under 
the pretext that the planets "are only 
vulgar rocks of matter" is not a sci- 
entific standpoint and is as irrational 
as wanting to prove astrology by sci- 
ence. 
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Freudian psychology constitutes 
the first effort to understand all that 
science was obliged to exclude in 
order to establish itself, that is to say 
that everything, intermediary be- 
tween matter and spirit, was derived 
from the realm of the soul up until the 
end of the Middle Ages. 

The recent new French transla- 
tions of Freud's work, remaining 
faithful to the original Die Seele, pre- 
fer the term "soul" to that of "psy- 
che" used in the old translations. 
However, whatever the interest and 
effectiveness of Freudian psycho- 
analysis, one is obliged to acknowl- 
edge that his theory significantly 
limits the importance of the soul. As 
to astrology, it is purely and simply 
dismissed to "the black bogs of oc- 
cultism." 

In physics, external experience 
and measurement lead to the falsifi- 
cation of a model. Despite the fact 
that the Freudian "model" cannot be 
submitted to this kind of measure- 
ment, in this case it is the inner expe- 
rience which forces us to see it as 
being surpassed by Jung's hypothesis 
ofa more inclusive unconscious. 


Since the stars have fallen from 
heaven and our highest symbols 
have paled, a secret life holds sway 
in the unconscious. All this would 
be quite superfluous in an age or 
culture that posessed symbols. 
(Jung, 1959) 
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A setocy can thus ratio- 
nally be considered’ as a sci- 
ence of the soul in its entirety andasa 
production of the collective uncon- 
scious. The twelve signs of the Zo- 
diac are twelve primordial images, 
twelve archetypal images in cyclical 
motion around the Self, living evi- 
dence of 


atime when 
consciousness 
did not think but 
only perceived. 


(Jung, 1959) 


The twelve signs are the translation 
of the phases of biological and emo- 
tional trans-formation which primi- 
tive man experienced and which then 
genuinely corresponded to the 
changes of external nature through- 
out the four seasons: from Y’ to &, 
that is to say from Spring to Autumn, 
is the period of objective life where 
vegetation reveals itself: the realm of 
the leaf. From 2 to Y’ is the period 
of subjective life when vegetation 
hides underground, the realm of the 
seed (see diagram below). 

In a small study entitled The 
Pulse of Life, Dane Rudhyar brought 
together the principles of Yin and 
Yang with what he calls Night-force 
and Day-force. 

During the day only the Sun is 


see, the Day-force is thus a personal- 
izing energy. During the night we 
see the myriad of stars and thus the 
Night-force is an in-gathering, col- 
lectivizing energy which begins to 
grow again at the summer solstice in 
SS, the sign of the home. It grows 
through Qland Mp, it expands per- 
sonality into society (this is 2) and 
impels the individual to seek an ever 
deeper identification with ever larger 
collectivities. At the winter solstice, 
that is to say at 6, the Day-force tri- 
umphs. This is the vast collective or- 
ganism of the State which dominates 
even its leaders. 

But 4 also symbolizes the figure 
of the oriental Yogi who, although a 
beggar and a hermit, takes part in his 
own way in society. 

Like Christ's birth into the 
Roman Empire, it illustrates the 
awakening of the Day-force which is 
a personalizing energy. This Day- 
force begins to grow at Christmas 
time, a symbol of spiritual incarna- 
tion, but only becomes clearly visible 
in Y, symbol of germination. It 
forces ideas or spiritual entities to 
take concrete and particular forms in 
order to establish themselves within 
the center of a personality alongside 
the feeling of "I am" which culmi- 
nates in &3 (Rudhyar, 1978). 

Not only the Zodiac but also the 
homologous diagram of the twelve 


1 Ofcourse, as for psychoanalysis, the criteria of scientificity such as those of Popper cannot be 
applied here.

astrological houses’ is a very rich 
symbolic structure which unites, ac- 
cording to a duodenar rhythm, every 
subtlety of man's plurality. Contrary 
to science, which strives to be imper- 
sonal and objective, it blends the in- 
dividual with the collective and the 
subjective with the objective. It is a 
remarkable instrument for the un- 
derstanding of human existence as a 
field ofaction of cyclic energy. 

Its structure is above all quater- 
nary, each quadrant being cut in a 
ternary rhythm: in Spring, the Fire 
"energy" is generated in T, concen- 
trated in Earth "energy" in 0, then 
distributed by the Air "energy" in II. 
During the summer solstice in &, it is 
the generation of Water "energy", 
which concentrates in the £2 Fire, etc. 


A model of formalization com- 
bining diachronic reading (succes- 
sive mode) and synchronic reading 
(simultaneous mode) in a single dia- 
gram would allow a number of hu- 
manistic fields of study to go beyond 
the reductionist views of classical 
physics (Michaud, 1985). By playing 
around with the astrological "as- 
pects" of & and O and by limiting 
ourselves to the four signs which sig- 
nal the four seasons (corresponding 
to the four "angles" of the diagram of 
the houses), here is what can be said 
to represent the problematic of the 
human being: 

Expressing in words astrology's 
polyvalent symbolic language does 
detract much of its great richness 
from its image but does not take it 


2 The twelve signs are defined by the apparent yearly motion of the Sun around the Earth while 
the twelve houses refer to the daily rotation of our globe around its polar axis. The latter rep- 
resent twelve basic phases in the unfolding of consciousness which, though different from 
the signs to which they correspond, have apparently the same symbolic meaning.

the mythical image is revived by ra- 
tional translation which, while ex- 
pressing the symbols in amodern 
psychological language facilitates 
our comprehension , makesit less 
hazardous and grants reason its 
rightful share which must remain 
its own throughout the entire pro- 


cess of symbolic assimilation. 
(Leréde, 1985) 
The image, the living symbol, re- 
main necessary more than ever as 
subjects of meditation, through their 
individualizing and dynamogenic 
function within the profundity of the 
soul. 
Translating a myth, Jean Leréde 
remarks, just substitute one symbol- 
ism for another. 


The translated myth becomes con- 
ceptual symbolism. It is thus ause- 
ful symbolism, indeed an indis- 
pensable one which has a double 
point of view. Firstly, the myth it- 
selfmust not be taken supersti- 
tiously for a reality of the spatio- 
temporal order. Secondly, the 
fundamentally rationalized minds 
that we have become probably need 
this kind of translation in order for 
our dormant mythical sensitivity to 
be awoken, in order that a bridge be 
launched between the forgotten 
world of intuitive and symbolic 
thought and therational world of 
concepts into which our habitual 
thought is packed. 


(Leréde, 1985) 


The need to be a particular kind 
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of being, distinct from his environ- 
ment, aware of his own identity 
(House I), is inseparable from the 
need to relate to others (House VII). 

Like the oak in the forest, the 
quality of the fruit is dedicated to a 
larger whole -- social, spiritual, etc. 
(House X), and is conditioned by the 
quality of being rooted to a center: 
family, tribe, personality, etc. 
(House IV). 

How to make the most of his 
identity (I") while being simultane- 
ously integrated into a social or cos- 
mic whole (X"), and being 
enveloped in a traditional environ- 
ment (IV") ? 

How can one protect one's pri- 
vacy (IV") while at the same time 
sharing life with others (VII") ? 

Finally, how can one turn rela- 
tions with others (VII") to the bene- 
fit of the community (X") ? 

The interesting thing about as- 
trological symbolism is that it is not 
based on any particular dogmas or 
beliefs. However, the fact that it is 
evoked with the help of changes in 
vegetation in the temperate zones of 
the northern hemisphere causes us to 
muse upon the existence of other as- 
trological systems which reflect en- 
tirely different material media. It 
must be emphasized that astrology is 
merely a kind of "qualititative math- 
ematics", most probably derived 
from numeric symbolism. Obviously 
other signs of the Zodiac do not 
allow us to grasp quantitive relations 
but, as for the numbers represented 


in primitive Chinese thought, it can 
be said that they represent temporal 
phases of the Wholeness, 


organizations changing in time or 
"sets" of internal and external fac- 


tors within the universal whole. 
(von Franz, 1974) 


Other forms of mathematics 
(quantitative this time!) have tried to 
account for this universal Whole. 
However they have had to reduce its 
significance considerably: it has be- 
come, alongside Einstein's theories, 
the geometry of space-time. Twen- 
ty-four centuries after Plato and 
Aristotle's relegation of the ques- 
tions of origin to the status of myth, 
two centuries after Kant's prohibi- 
tion of the study of the entire Uni- 
verse, contemporary physics has 
now recognized the Universe as an 
acceptable object of scientific study. 
What is more, this "object" has a his- 
tory and it is increasingly apparent 
that the idea of a cyclic evolution 
cannot be ruled out -- regardless of 
the two possibilities implied by the 
standard model, that is, indefinite ex- 
pansion/expansion followed by con- 
traction. 
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No. as previously men- 
tioned, research into the 
mechanisms of scientific invention in 
the XX" century has clearly revealed 
the roots of the laws of physics as 
being founded upon religious and 
traditional themes. 

Science is itself created out of 
this life-giving "loam" but in its de- 
velopment has tended to lose sight of 
its origins, has scorned that by which 
it was once nurtured and continues 
to nurture during those initial peri- 
ods of imagination, of laws and of 
models. Moreover, 


the rationalisation and the prag- 
matic processes of science 

never rid themselves entirely of the 
aura of the imaginary. 


(Durand, 1984). 


In a book in preparation entitled 
Paying Heed to the Universes, the 
writer has tried to show how the 
twelve archetypal images of the Zo- 
diac seem to be activated in the de- 
scription of contemporary cosmo- 
logical models.” 

This is not the place to expand 
upon each of the twelve phases. 
Briefly, these models have the Uni- 
verse emerge from an "ocean of en- 
ergy covered with foam," the 


3 This parallel docs not pretend to be "neo-concordist." Rather, it is analogous to the search for 
correspondences such as those which brought the Zodiac nearer to the Gilgamesh epic 
(Wilczkowski, 1947) or with the twelve ports of call during Ulysses' voyage (Ucla, 1992). 
With these kinds of correspondences one remains in the realm of myth and its interpretation. 
Myths and models are not the same thing and science differs radically from mythical stories: 
myths remain while models pass (and are surpassed). We are well aware of the time-limited 
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quantum vacuum (€), a violent ex- 
plosion of energy (‘Y), which is 
condensed into matter within the pri- 
mordial nucleosynthesis (¥). 

After having interacted with its 
"luminous" environment (IL), the 
Universe becomes centered among 
the "homes" of future galaxies ($5), 
shine and creates within the stars 
(42), transforms, improves, purifies 
its various forms within the bio- 
sphere (Ip) and becomes conscious 
of itself within the Homo Sapiens 
Sapiens (2). 

Inthe remote future, black holes 
will appear, matter will disintegrate 
(ML) and consciousness will strive to 
spread itself throughout the Uni- 
verse (x*). 

The Universe is fulfilled accord- 
ing to Frank Tipler's omega point or 
is diluted indefinitely (7%). 

During the rebound (a particu- 
larity of the closed universe) or, per- 
haps during the instability’ of the 
quantum vacuum (the open uni- 
verse), the constants of physics are 
recycled (#). 


It must be pointed out that the 
standard model describing the 
events of the temporal phase associ- 
ated with 8 and that associated with 
+, a model which brings into play a 
perfectly mastered kind of physics 
used in contemporary laboratories, 
is only a model, a speculative one in- 
deed, but nevertheless plausible. It 
allows one to account for a certain 
number of observations. These sce- 
narios ofa distant past, as well as the 
purely speculative theories about the 
deep future, must be considered as 
conceptual experiments to allow 
new models of intelligibility to be 
tested. 

The theory of the mathematician 
Frank Tipler for example, based on 
the theory of information and on a 
minority interpretation of quantum 
physics, is not theology in spite of the 
name given to the final singularity. 
The latter appears as "an intelligent, 
omnipotent, omniscient, omni-pre- 
sent being." Although these terms 
have a philosophical meaning, they 
are also part of a scientific and tech- 


character of this correspondence between scientific cosmology and astrology. Nevertheless, 
for those to whom it "speaks" it can testify to the living presence of this intermediary plane 
in which matter and consciousness find their common root: the plane of the medieval unus 
mundus, of the platonic soul of the world. It is also the soul of each of us which must be re- 
covered. 

4 In reconsidering general relativity from a thermodynamic point of view and placing ourselves 
in the field of an open universe (more precisely that of the boundary model with flat spatial 
geometry), Prigogine and the Brussels School show that the quantum vacuum is unstable re- 
garding the creation of matter. The decrease of matter density following its expansion could 
thus restore the initial instability, give rise to a new cycle of universe, and so on (Prigogine, 
1988).

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nical language according to Tipler 
and we thus have a right to expect 
experimental signs of proof (Barrow, 
Tipler, 1986). 


HIS parallel of the cosmolog- 

ical scenarios with the Zodiac 
could be at the source of a new pro- 
cess of rationalization which might 
lead to the emergence of new mathe- 
matics. Let us simply note that, 
under the figure of Capricorn 
(meaning "achievement, from Latin 
Caput), the two possibilities planned 
by the standard model merge to- 
gether: indefinite expansion involv- 
ing linear time or collapse in the final 
singularity possibly leading to a re- 
bound, involving a cyclictime. Now, 
the planet associated with © is 4 
and this hesitation calls to mind the 
confusion which reigned in Greece 
between Cronos (4), the God who 
achieves, who brings things to their 
end, and Chronos (Time) which was 
only to be clearly mentioned at the 
beginning of the Christian era. 

The snake surrounding the body 
of the God Zeus-Phanes-Chronos, 
appearing on the bas-relief of Mod- 
ene, symbolizes the — snake 
Ouroboros which bites its own tail 
(Brisson, 1985). This reptilian-like na- 
ture of 4, similarly rendered by the 
sanskrit Mankara, meaning 
"crocodile" (Sénard, 1981), suggests 
that it is in this sign that the 
Ouroboros does not stop "eating it- 
self," something which is also found 
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in the Capricronian 1st day in Jan- 
uary. The synthesis of Chronos-» 
with Zeus-\ (astrologically associ- 
ated with >”) is preceded by a strug- 
gle which, according to Marcelle 
Sénard 

is located in the zodiacal zone 

Sagittarius-Capricorn. It starsin 

Sagittarius and finishes in the light 

of Aquarius. Chronos, or Time, has 

changed into the Capricornian 

Chronos, father of light. 

(Sénard, 1981) 

If cyclic time remains that of the 
soul and of consciousness, on the 
other hand, science as we know it 
could only have grown in a civiliza- 
tion marked by the linearity of time. 
The cosmic time of contemporary 
cosmology is the liveliest exacerba- 
tion of this time which Stephen G. 
Gould calls Sagittal (Gould, 1987). 
This term, which signifies the arrow, 
not only reminds us of the Sagittar- 
ian superman, the sign of expansion 
of the consciousness by philosophy, 
science, journeys, etc., but also that 
of ideologies. On the cosmic time 
scale, the events described by the 
cosmologists go back as far as 10 
years raised to the power of 10 ™, 
the greatest number ever calculated 
in physics. In the primordial uni- 
verse, the standard model reaches its 
limits: behind "Planck's time" cos- 
mic time vanishes and the cosmolo- 
gist prefers, therefore, to mark the 
events with the help ofthe concept of 
temperature, a term derived from the 
word "time" which Emile Benveniste 
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says is older than the word time itself 
(Serres, 1988). The traditionally am- 
bivalent nature of % is still further em- 
phasized in astrology by ruling the sign 
of #* corresponding to this "temporal 
phase" of cosmology (the bounce of the 
universe) when, according to the physi- 
cist John Wheeler, the constants of 
physics would be recycled’ (Demaret, 
1991). Now, certain physicists have 
sensed links between temperature and 
the emergence of the laws and constants 
of physics (Barrow, Tipler, 1986). 

Traditionally, the apocatastasis or 
renewing of the world was to take place 
in the sign of @ as well as in the opposite 
sign of ©. This, in parallel with con- 
temporary cosmology, points to one of 
its largest mysterics of today: how have 
the inhomogeneities of density, the seeds 
of future galaxies, of stars, of planets, 
appeared ? 

In other words, where did the seeds 
of every single one of us come from? 


F > "Gasssicstcvarsiel space-time 
seems to stand out from the astro- 
logical structure. Through an analogy 
with what Pauli said about the nature of 
the number (von Franz, 1974), it could 
be said that it is a "primary possibility" 
which means that it is rooted in the un- 
conscious; in other words, in the total- 
ity of existing things both past and 
future. The filtering process brought 
about by the consciousness of philoso- 
phers and scientists extracts from this 
infinite reservoir diverse conceptions

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and models of space and time which fol- 
low on from each other throughout his- 
tory. Scientific models allow progres- 
sion towards even more understanding 
and efficiency upon nature. However, 
should they remain too long out of 
water, cutting themselves off from the 
great richness of the deep sea, we risk 
secing them crystallize in ideology, be- 
come objects of belief, or at least come 
up against a wall of ignorance. 

Before Kepler, man's thought came 
back regularly to bathe in the "life-giv- 
ing water" of astrology. Is it in their in- 
nermost depths that the "interchange" of 
time sought by Michel Serres in Le Pas- 
sage du Nord-Ouest lies? (Serres, 1980) 
Perhaps once again, three centuries after 
Kepler, science would gain a great deal 
from its revitalization through contact 
with astrology, not in order to regress 
but, on the contrary, to enrich itself 
through a new process of rationalization 
which would perhaps succeed in enlight- 
ening us once more upon the eternal 
mystery of time. But then, experienced 
astrology and not only external criticism 
of it can bring about an "understanding" 
of the cyclic melody of the Ouroboros. 
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Astrology in America 


prior to 1870 


by ROBERT ZOLLER 


HE ANCIENT origins 
of astrology are being 
plumbed of late by 
Project Hindsight. This 
is a good thing considering the 
general lack of knowledge we have 
about the subject and the scurrilous 
treatment it receives at the hands of 
the academic establishment. 

Yet the origins and history of 
astrology in America are even more 
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unknown than those of ancient as- 
trology 

The consideration of this subject 
is of importance to American as- 
trologers and possibly of interest to 
the rest of the world. This article is 
by no means comprehensive. It 
merely represents an initial step in 
the direction of writing an history 
of astrology in America. It is in- 
tended to stimulate thought and the 


recognition of how little we know 
about American astrology before 
1870. 

We begin our investigations in 
pre-Revolution America. Jim 
Baker, the vice president in charge 
of Museum Operations at the Ply- 
mouth Plantation Museum, informs 
me that in the 17th century there 
was a woman astrologer in the 
Connecticut colony who had been 
trained by William Lilly. Mean- 
while, in what later became 
Ephrata, Pennsylvania, there was a 
German Rosicrucian settlement un- 
der a fellow named Zimmerman. It 
was composed of messianic mil- 
lenialists, followers of Béhme, Pie- 
tists and German Seventh Day 
Baptists, who practiced alchemy 
and astrology along with celibacy. 
Their movement also seems to have 
been important with regard to the 
origins of Unitarianism in the 
American colonies.’ 

According to Herbert Leventhal? 
Harvard seems to have been a cen- 
ter for Natural Astrology (as op- 
posed to Judicial Astrology) in the 
17th and 18th centuries. Charles 
Morton, an Englishman who relo-

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cated to the New World in 1686 in 
order to get religious freedom (he 
was harassed by the Anglicans), 
became a minister in Charlestown, 
Massachusetts. He had written his 
Compendium Physicae in England. 
Harvard picked up this book and 
included it in their curriculum be- 
cause they had nothing like it at the 
time. It remained influential until 
the 1720's. In this work Morton 
accepts the distinction between 
natural and judicial astrology, con- 
demns astrological fortune telling, 
and discusses how the planets af- 
fect weather and the human body, 
and the medical practice he sets 
forth is astrological medicine. He 
asserts that the planets influence 
both body and mind! He permits 
the use of astrology in weather 
forecasting and in charting the mu- 
tation of man's "temperature" by 
the alteration of qualities brought 
about by celestial motion. How- 
ever, his work was edited in 1720 
at which time all reference to the 
power of astrological influence was 
deleted? 

Harvard students may also have 
received astrological ideas from 
two other sources, both of them 
chief officials of the school: Sam- 
uel Willard and John Leverett.* 

Willard was class of 1659. He 
was vice president of Harvard from 
1701 to 1707, during which time 
the school had no president. His

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sermons to students were collected 
and published posthumously in 
1726 as A Compleat Body of Di- 
vinity, published in Boston by B. 
Green and S. Kneeland. On page 
119 he cites Genesis 1:14 and ex- 
pounds it, "prognosticating several 
natural effects, likely to ensue," 
"Seasons" in the text, he explains as 
meaning "times of the year, made 
by the motion of the Sun espe- 
cially." He noted that "Astrologers 
have had their predictions that do 
sometimes fall out right, ...though 
Satan, that great naturalist," can 
foretell many things. 

Leverett, class of 1680, Presi- 
dent of Harvard 1708-1724, was a 
FRS (Frater Societatis Regii -- 
Brother of the Royal Society). He 
was also a liberal and bitterly op- 
posed to Cotton Mather. In one of 
Leverett's Expositions of Scripture 
to students, he denied that God had 
revealed the Flood to Noah by an 
astrological conjunction or by any 
natural means . Mather was also on 
the war path about this. It seems 
someone was asserting otherwise.° 

Isaac Greenwood, Harvard's 
first Hollis Professor of Mathemat- 
ics and Natural Philosophy (1728- 
1738), accepted natural astrology*

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In short, tides are produced in 
the Ocean, winds in the atmos- 
phere, many changes in Inani- 
mate and Animate Bodies & in 
the human economy itself. As- 
trology seems to have a philo- 
sophical foundation , and we 
know not how many wonders 
and mysteries may be the genu- 
ine effects of this great Alterna- 
tive in Nature. 


Ephraim Chamber's Cyclopedia 
or Universal Dictionary of the 
Arts’ was a popular reference work 
used in the colonies. The article on 
astrology accepts natural astrology. 

Leventhal discusses almanacs.* 
There were lots of them. Many 
contained astrology. For instance, 
Moses Coit Tyler's A History of 
American Literature’, also Na- 
thaniel 

Low's An Astronomical Diary 
or Almanac for 1772.'° Joseph 
Stafford's almanac had judicial as- 
trology, The Rhode Island Alma- 
nac for 1738."! The Virginia Al- 
manac for 1751’? is also men- 
tioned. Everyone knows The Old 
Farmer's Almanac. It has had a 
continuous run of publishing since

1792. The kind and amount of as- 
trology it now has seems represen- 
tative of that which it always has 
had. 

Medicine was also a field where 
astrology was practiced. Culpeper's 
works were popular. The Pharma- 
copoeia Londiniensis'? and The 
English Physician Enlarged, as 
well as the Astrological Judgement 
of Diseases from the Decumbiture 
of the Sick, were all read in the 


colonies. But astro- 
logical medicine, 
Leventhal tells us, 
though popular, was 
considered low 
class.’ 

Judicial astrology 
was not unknown. 


The Diary of Col. Landon Carter 
of Sabine Hall, 1752-1778" con- 
tains an astrological prediction for 
the coming year. Moreover, Leven- 
thal tells us : 


One of the most intriguing evi- 
dences of the practical use of 
judicial astrology comes from 
Rhode Island. Ezra Stiles | 1727- 
1795] noted in his Diary, after 
referring to the Biblical prohibi- 
tions against witches, wizards, 
and necromancers as well as to 
Indian 'Poways', that 'Something 
of it subsists among Almanac 
Makers and Fortune Tellers, as

Mr. Stafford of Tiverton lately 
dead who was wont to tell where 
lost things might be found and 
what day and minute was fortu- 
nate for vessels to sail, etc.'® 


Ezra Stiles was president of 
Yale from 1778-1795. He taught 
Hebrew, theology, church history 
and the sciences. 

Leventhal tells us that the vigor- 
ous Rhode Island shipping business 
used astrology” 


One local his- 
torian has told 
us, referring to 
the sailing of 
two Rhode Is- 
land privateers 
in 1745, that “According to the 
custom of the time their horo- 
scope [sic] was cast, and the 
figure had disclosed that they 
should sail on Friday, the 24th 
of December, 1745.”"* Unfortu- 
nately, a snowstorm was raging 
at that time and both vessels 
were lost. 


Another Rhode Island historian 
has stated that when ships were 
ready to sail,

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an astrologer or conjurer, as 
they were frequently called, was 
sometimes employed to “cast a 
figure” to ascertain the proper 
moment for the vessel to depart. 


This historian stated that he had 
seen hundreds of such horoscopes 
and reproduced one which had 
been cast in 1752, 

In the 18th century, according to 
Leventhal, astrology (both natural 
and judicial) was in a state of de- 
cline. Its primary literature was the 
almanac, the literature of the semil- 
iterate. 

Immediately after the Revolu- 
tion we find Bailey's Miniature & 
Pocket Almanac for 1779”° carry- 
ing a German article which has an 
illustration showing a horoscope 
celebrating the event. Generally, 
however, Bailey's almanac was in 
English and had no articles on as- 
trology. It regularly depicted the 
signs of the Zodiac and the planets, 
the changes of the Moon, aspects, 
and dates of the Equinoxes and 
Solstices.”" 

The English astrologer Ebenezer 
Sibly, who had connections to Ma- 
sonic Lodges in Bristol and Edin-

a Bailey's Pocket Almanac was probably 
written by Benjamin Workman. 
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burgh, published his New & Com- 
plete Outline of the Occult Sci- 
ences in 1790 and 1791. He gives 
what he reckons to be the horo- 
scope of the United States at plate 
53. His brother, Manoah Sibly, a 
Swedenborgian minister, was also 
an astrologer. It is worth noting 
that Ebenezer mentions Sweden- 
borg (whose teachings are regarded 
by some as the beginning of the 
Spiritualistic movement) in his 
book and also includes a fairly spir- 
its. 

According to Nick Campion” 
the first American astrological lit- 
erature was produced in the 1840's 
by the English-born Luke Brough- 
ton (1828-1899), who was the first 
major American astrologer.His stu- 
dent was W. H. Chaney (b. 1821), 
father of the novelist Jack London 
(1876-1916) whose mother (Flora 
Wellman) was a musician-spiritual- 
ist. 

Ellic Howe” tells us that the 
three Broughton brothers 
(Matthew, Mark and Luke) were 
all in the United States by the 
1860's. They resided in Philadel- 
phia. Luke produced Broughton's 
Monthly Planet Reader and Astro- 
logical Journal.“ He moved to 
New York in 1863 and continued 
publishing. The Journal had only 
Broughton's articles. At the back of

the Monthly Planet Reader 
Broughton offered to teach astrol- 
ogy. The price for the monthly 
when it first came out was 4 cents. 
Broughton also published an 
Elements of Astrology (1869, 
1898). At the end it has essays: 
“Why am I an astrologer? A reply 
to Richard A. Proctor. The Hum- 
bug of Astrology.” 
Howe _ thinks 
the U.S. astrolo- 
gers were depend- 
ent on English as- 


trological _litera- 
ture until after 
World War One. 
He also cites” 


Thomas Hague of 

Philadelphia, who published a peri- 
odical, Zhe Horoscope from 1840- 
44. Hague's Horoscope & Scientific 
Prophetic Messenger ran from 
1845-48. 

The mid-nineteenth century is 
the critical period in research of this 
subject. So much was going on 
which resulted later on in major 
movements in both occult and non- 
occult areas. The networks of 
Spiritualism and other occult arts 
seem to have been used to dissemi- 
nate liberal and extreme left wing 
political ideas, presumably because 
their advocates could not otherwise 
get a hearing. 

During this time several interest- 
ing astrological works were pub-

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lished. Charles Wyllys Elliott wrote 
a book entitled Mysteries, which 
was published in New York by 
Harper & Row in 1852. It dealt 
with magic, Salem witchcraft and 
spirits, as well as astrology. Two 
years later, Charles W. Roback 
published The Mysteries of Astrol- 
ogy. Again, this book dealt with 
magic and related occult phenom- 
ena as well as as- 
trology in a rather 
sensationalistic 
manner. 

American —as- 
trologers did not 
limit their work to 
astrology alone.

The next unfortunate event in 
the New York Society [i.e. the 
Swedenborgian Chruch] was an 
attack of spiritualism called the 
NewEra Movement in 1844. It 
was instituted by Silas Jones, 
who gained intercourse with 
spirits through a Brooklyn as- 
trologer. Its adherents met 
Worcester, formerly of Boston,

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became an adherent and claimed 
ordination as high priest by the 
spirit of Swedenborg. He insti- 
tuted a new priesthood, begin- 
ning with his son, Samuel H. 
Worcester, whose ordination 
was repudiated by the Massa- 
chusetts Association. The 
Worcesters later renounced 
spiritualism and the Rev. Rich- 
ard DeCharms of Philadelphia 
came to New York to reclaim 
the lost sheep by means of a 
course of sermons on the evils 
of "pseudo-spiritualism." At 
last these various difficulties 
disappeared and the New York 
Society settled down to a peace- 
ful existence. In 1854 Mr. 
Chesterman bequeathed to the 
New York Society the 35th 
Street property, and in 1858 the 
comer stone of the present 
church edifice was laid. 


It is clear that astrology was 
practiced in the colonies and in 
the early United States. The evi- 
dence seems to support Campion 
and Howe's opinion that until the 
1840's Americans depended upon 
the British for their astrological 
literture. However, after 1850, the 
emphasis begins to shift. Elliott's 
Mysteries and Roback's Mysteries 
of Astrology begin to emphasize 
American phenomena. 

An intriguing area for further re- 
search is to determine the identity 
and activity of the "Brooklyn as- 
trologer" referred to by Beck. Was 
it J. C. Street? Was there a crypto- 
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political motive in the spiritualism 
of the New Era Movement??” Such 
is alleged to have been the case in 
post-1870 Spiritualism. Certainly 
the literature of post-1870 Spiri- 
tualism was redolent with New Age 
political issues ranging from anti- 
vivisectionism and animal rights to 
abolitionism, feminism and utopian 
socialism. In the nineteenth century, 
groups of "Progressives" tended to 
favor Transcendentalism and the 
Universalist, Unitarian and Swe- 
denborgian Churches. All these 
institutions had more radical fac- 
tions in their congregations who 
seemed open to "New Thought" 
and even Spiritualism. 

Their openness to astrology, 
however, is not so well attested.

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The Moon and Childbirth

The explanation of George Bailey's Pre-Natal Epoch included in 
the previous issue of this magazine (pages 3-5) was your edi- 
tor’s understanding of Margaret Millard’s recent research. 


The following is an extract from Dr. Millard’s presentation at 
the FAA conference in Sydney earlier this year that expands 
further on the use of the Bailey Epoch. 


birth was timed to seconds with 

a watch set to the correct time. 
One was my grandson. Because 
this discovery by George Bailey is 
one the few things that really work 
in astrology, I will describe the 
method so that you know how to 
apply it. 

Finding the correct latitude and 
longitude is important. Ninety miles 
north or south is one degree of 
latitude. However, as the earth is 
not a sphere but bulges at the 
equator, the miles of longitude vary 
according to the distance north or 
south of the equator. In the United 
Kingdom, at 50° North, the differ- 
ence of time due to latitude is 5.4” 
per mile east or west [see the ac- 
companying tables]. If a mile or so 
east or west of the town’s post of- 
fice makes a difference of six sec-

Test-tube baby clinics have found 
that for success the ovum must be 
implanted into the uterus at the 
four-cell or eight-cell stage before 
it hatches. 

From the scant data available, it 
seems that the ) in a timed chart of 
coition is usually further on in the 
Zodiac than the degree of the natal 
ASC or its opposite position. 

Alexander Marr believes that the 
Epoch is the time of ovulation. If 
so, and since it is astrologically 
valid, are there other charts that are 
also astrologically valid, for exam- 
ple, the chart of impregnation? 
This is the big question. 

I have been studying the Epoch 
to find the answer to two ques- 
tions: 


e First, is the chart of impregna- 
tion a valid astrological chart, 
that is, does it respond to pro- 
gressions and returns in the 
same manner as other valid as- 
trological charts? Because if it 
does it is important, since the 
time can be chosen. Naturally it 
must be a time near ovulation. 
The cycle can be changed, al- 
though it takes time. If a 
woman sleeps under the ) ovu- 
lation will become a little later 
each month. 
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e The second big question is, 
now we have a method of find- 
ing the Epoch that is only a few 
seconds from the observed birth 
time is it the true astrological 
chart? In other words, is the 
actual birth time the astrological 
time that works? And at the 
time of the Epoch, what event is 
happening to the mother or per- 
haps to the egg? I still do not 
know, and conclude that very 
likely there is no event. I be- 
lieve it is associated with ovula- 
tion. In my own case, where I 
knew the date of my ovulation, 
the Epoch was on the very day. 


O ANSWER one of these 
| questions, I took the chart 
of a well-known astrologer, 
one who prided himself on his rec- 
tification skills. Indeed, he claimed 
to have rectified hundreds of 
charts. He had his own birth cer- 
tificate giving the time, but had 
rectified his chart to almost four 
minutes earlier. I was certain that 
the Epoch calculated in the Bailey 
manner would show that his rectifi- 
cation was correct. Then I would 
know that this Bailey Epoch indeed 
gives a valid astrological chart. But 
it didn’t! The Bailey Epoch recti- 
fied the birth to a time 23 seconds 
later than the actual time on his 
birth certificate. 
Could I believe his rectification, 
or should I believe the rectification 
by the Epoch? 
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I had one event, the astrologer’s 
death. He died on December 31, 
1985 at 8:32 p.m. EST in New 
York. 

One way to test a chart for 
proof that it is valid is by Topocen- 
tric Primary Directions. For his 
death there were convincing Pri- 
mary Directions for both the Epoch 
chart and the natal chart rectified 
by the Epoch.

As you can see, both the con- 
verse natal ASC and the converse 
Epoch ASC are afflicted: natal 
converse ASC by the 0 to natal 
with an orb of 3’ arc, and Epoch 
converse ASC by the O of Epoch 
* with an orb of 1’ arc. If that’s 
not an onslaught on the body then I 
don’t know what is. 

The ) is usually afflicted in 
death aspects. Here converse \ at 
11°29? Tl is o natal ) exactly. 

So we are no further ahead. The 
chart rectified by the Epoch is only 
23 seconds later than the birth 
certificate’s time and the astrolo- 
ger’s rectification was four minutes 
earlier. 
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NOTHER way to validate 
a chart is to compare it to 
a parent’s chart; there is 


always an exact contact, within a 
minute or so of arc, between the 
parent’s and child’s charts using the 
methods of the Topocentric sys- 
tem. 

In the case of my grandson 
Cameron, whose birth I earlier 
rectified for you, I have the recti- 
fied chart of his father, my son Pe- 
ter, and also my own chart. Be- 
tween Peter’s chart and mine the 
exact contact is that my ) and Pe- 
ter’s 4 form an exact contact. If 
four seconds are added to the time 
of Cameron’s birth, as the Bailey 
Epoch rectification suggests, lo and 
behold! there is also an exact con- 
tact between two planets. Again 
these are the ) and 4. Cameron’s 
\} holds the same position relative 
to the meridian and the semiarc as 
Peter’s ). 

The contact depends both on the 
Meridian Distance in RA from the 
RAMC or RAIC, and on the 
planet’s semiarc. The formula is 
(MD/SA) x 90° of the parent’s 
planet = (MD/SA) x 90° of the 
child’s planet. 

There have been two important 
events in Cameron’s life, the births 
of his sister and his brother. The 
primary directions in his chart for 
these two events show that his 
chart responded to them—his con- 
verse for his sister’s birth is 4 Q, 
and for his brother’s birth the pro- 


gressed V" cusp is O ¥ and the 
progressed {2 is * his Ascendant. 

To my mind, this is as much 
proof as one can ever get in astrol- 
ogy that this method of rectifying 
the time of birth gives a chart that 
is in every way astrologically valid. 

I believe, therefore, that the 
Bailey Epoch is a valid chart, which 
can be progressed, examined for 
transits, have its solar returns done, 
and so on, just as can an ordinary 
natal chart. In fact many progres- 
sions and transits do not seem to 
work. Can that be because both 
epoch and birth charts must have 
aspects at the same time? 

If we ever reach the point when 
we can choose to have a child of 
the desired sex at the desired time 
it will be impossible to choose be- 
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cause there are so many factors to 
consider. One that is important is 
the ) phase. The New ) at con- 
ception is dangerous for the child. 
One of my children was conceived 
at the New ); she was born with a 
heart disease and died young. The 
Full ) is also not advantageous. 
Less malefic are the squares be- 
tween the ) and the ©. 

\ is always active at the time of 
conception, and this is to be ex- 
pected as 4 rules expansion. It can 
have aspects between planets at 
conception, and it can aspect the 
mother’s chart by either transit or 
progression or in the Solar Return, 
which I consider is the master chart 
of the year.

Merriman on Market Cycles: 
The Basics 

By Raymond A. Merriman 
Seek-It Publications, P.O. Box 
250012, West Bloomfield, MI 
48325. 84x 11” soft cover, 64 
pages, $25. 


STROLOGER Ray Merriman 

publishes a successful financial 
newsletter, The MMA Cycles Re- 
port, every three weeks. In the 
newsletter Ray combines his knowl- 
edge of astrology (he calls it “Geo- 


cosmic studies”) and cycles to fore- 
cast crests and troughs in the mar- 
ket. The present book is in response 
to requests that he write a simple 
book on the study of cycles as it 
pertains to financial and commodity 
markets. In this Ray has obviously 
succeeded. This clearly-written 
book explains the foundations for 
understanding the characteristics 
and principles of cycles, as they re- 
late to the markets. There are nine 
chapters: characteristics of cycles; 

troughs, trends and _ translation; 
long-term, short-term and primary 
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cycles; major market reversals; the 
anatomy of a primary cycle; price 
objectives for primary cycles; mar- 
ket timing and technical analysis; 
other indicators to enhance cycle 
studies; checklist for primary cycle 
criteria. Although there is a continu- 
ing debate on whether cycles exist 
within the markets or not, this clear 
and concise booklet will be of in- 
terest to all financial astrologers and 
to anyone interested in investigating 
how the markets (stock, financial, 
metals, commodity) alter over time.

Forecasting, 
Backward & Forward 
by B. F. Hammerslough 
Llewellyn Publications, 1994 
Soft cover, 288 pages. $14.95. 


RUCE HAMMERSLOUGH 

has produced a well-written 
and easy-to-read book on a very 
topical subject. The title, Forecast- 
ing, Backward and Forward, and 
the description on the front cover, 
Modern Techniques of Timing and 
Rectification, suggest an introduc- 
tion to the cutting edge of predic- 
tion and rectification, but alas this is 
far from the truth. The techniques 
reported consist of transits, pro- 
gressions, directions and arcs, the 
methods of Uranian Astrology and 
Cosmobiology, and AstroCartogra- 
phy, most of which are hardly 
“modern.” 
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The first chapter ‘on transits 
dismisses the very important matter 
of stations in a single sentence. In- 
cluded, however, are subsections on 
eclipses and Solar and Lunar Re- 
turns. Bruce seldom uses Returns, 
thereby depriving himself of many 
important techniques. By his refer- 
ence to my Solar Return method, he 
identifies himself as a reader of 
Considerations but does not men- 
tion any of the procedures de- 
scribed in the review article on 
rectification by Ross Harvey and 
myself. These have been successful 
in the current rectification contests 
in Considerations, as has another 
important method, that of the late 
Henry Neiman, that is also omitted 
from this book. The Life Span 
Revolution technique of Ross Har- 
vey is arguably one of the major 
additions to recent astrological 
practice; failure to mention it is a 
gross omission from any book on 
prediction. 

The author rightfully labels Sec- 
ondary progressions as over-rated 
for forecasting and of dubious value 
for rectification purposes. However, 
I would not be alone in taking ex- 
ception to his inclusion of Solar Arc 
Directions (for example, see Alex- 
ander Marr’s writings). Solar Arc 
Directions were popularized by the 
late Charles Jayne and his col- 
leagues but it is possible to obtain 
fictitious birth times all around the 
correct time by their use. Students 
in particular may be misled by 


adopting them. Progression and re- 
gression of the chart angles by Solar 
Arc are a different matter entirely. 

It is notable that Reinhold Eber- 
tin renounced the eight hypotheti- 
cal “trans-Neptunian” planets; but 
both the Uranian and Cosmobiology 
schools, whose methods are de- 
scribed in Chapter Four of this 
book, use mid points too much ac- 
cording to some critics. Insofar as 
rectification is concerned, Ebertin 
advocated the dubious Solar Arc 
directions. 

AstroCartography and Geodetic 
Maps are described in Chapter Five. 
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Although I have not been successful 
in applying the former in rectifica- 
tion, I do not dismiss this relatively 
new methodology. However, a 
computer and related software are 
needed and these may not be avail- 
able to everyone. 

It is a pity that “Forecasting” 
includes doubtful procedures which 
will not be useful and indeed may 
mislead students, yet omits proven 
and up-to-date methods which are 
more in keeping with the title of the 
book.

AMES BRAHA earned a well-deserved high reputation for himself with 

his Ancient Hindu Astrology for the Modern Western Astrologer. Now 
he presents two of the better predictive methods in astrology and shows 
how to predict the future using either transits (4-¥, through the twelve 
houses and their aspects to O>¥) or Hindu planetary periods (Dasas). 
The two methods are kept separate. Braha writes well, both in his explana- 
tion of the Jyotish periods (his specialty) and when dealing with transits. 

Readers wishing another view-point on the effects of transiting planets 
will want this book. Anyone investigating the methods Indian astrologers 
employ to predict the future will gain much understanding here. 

Throughout, the explanations within this eclectic book are eloquent 
and insightful. It should be a valuable addition to any student's library and 
is highly recommended.

T WAS A SURPRISE to read 

the description I wrote about 
Marguerite DuMond, my longtime 
friend and valued colleague, on 
pages 57-64 of Considerations (vol. 
IX no 1), titled Harvey & Nicholls: 
Two Rectifications. The authors 
had far less information to work 
with than had been available, hence 
this response. 

The information on Marguerite 
originated from my Chronology of 
a Cancer Victim compiled after her 
death in August 1990. It was of- 
fered for $3.00, the cost of copying 
and mailing, through Mercury Hour 
magazine, to those interested in re- 
search. It contained many details of 
a nature dear to the astrologer’s 
heart. 

The chronology of her life was 
written at Marguerite's. request. 
Upon learning she had been diag- 
nosed with cancer, Marguerite 
called and asked if I would keep a 
record and distribute it. During our 
long-distance correspondence over 
the years and her visits to my home 
she knew of my large data base, 
which included many timed cancer 
cases, and of my full-time occupa- 
tion in astrological research. This is 
why I was selected, and of course I 
agreed to her request. 
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This devastating call was placed 
to me on 17 November 1987 at 
8:28 a.m. EST from Hatfield, Mas- 
sachusetts during an exact ¢ of the 
» with helio & in +, which 
linked into her ¥ in T and helio 
¥ in ©; it also contacted my ) 
and Midheaven. 

There were numerous calls be- 
tween her home in Massachusetts 
and my home in Orlando, Florida 
between then and the last call from 
her son to tell me it was all over. 
Marguerite passed away in a nurs- 
ing home close to Northampton, 
Massachusetts on 22 August 1990 
at about 5:45 p.m. EDST. 

In the Harvey-Nicholls article 
the first paragraph of the chronol- 
ogy was not mentioned, even 
though it is important to take into 
account when rectification proce- 
dures are on the agenda. It reads: 


When Marguerite was born at 
home early in the morning, her 
mother felt inspired to write a 
poem commemorating the event 
After Marguerite took up astrol- 
ogy, the poem served as a key- 
note to prompt her mother's 
memory to a morc exacting time, 
thereby allowing the construc- 
tion of a horoscope which has 
worked well for many years. 


Between the two women, it was 
deduced that Marguerite was born 
at 3:20 a.m. EST on 19 April 1921 


in Medford, Massachusetts (42N25, 
71W06' 36"). The information and 
the procedures involved in this de- 
duction are not known to me, but it 
is important to note that Marguerite 
was quite a good astrologer. 

With this time of birth, the Mid- 
heaven is 21°32' %, closely square 
the ) and helio % in TI, whereas 
Harvey & Nicholls rectify it to 
2°49'}5. By her calculations, the 
Ascendant was 13°32’ and Har- 
vey & Nicholls rectified it to 5°32' 
T, closely  ¥ in the 4th house. 

In all the years I knew Mar- 
guerite there was never a clue that 
she had ¥ inatight O-< to her 
Ascendant and Midheaven. The 4th 
house ¥ was activated by  pro- 
gressed angles at the death of her 
father using her calculations. 

She did not have the appearance 
of an T Ascendant, nor did she 
show signs of the aggressive, com- 
petitive instincts associated with T, 
despite the T © %. Marguerite 
seemed always to be surrounded by 
the sick and troubled from the be- 
ginning to the end of her life. Her 
strong compassion and understand- 
ing was joined by the a impulse to 
take action of a constructive nature 
to ease the burdens. 

Soon after marriage at age sev- 
enteen, to escape home conditions, 
she learned of her husband's con- 
genital heart condition, which 
steadily worsened, and she had to 
support the family. She eventually 
found her niche as a nurse for 
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handicapped children dependent on 
the state. 

I could have picked at minutes 
and seconds with the aid of a com- 
puter, which Marguerite did not 
have, as we collected and checked 
the astrological patterns for signifi- 
cant event dates in her life, but I 
valued her insight and interest in her 
own chart sufficiently to accept her 
assessment. 

The -12th house element 
manifested powerfully in both her 
children's charts, including a transit 
% at 13° during the difficult birth 
of her first child, which placed it 
conjunct Marguerite's Ascendant 
selection. 

It may be significant to note that 
Marguerite and I used the same as- 
trological techniques. | When I 
broadened my work to include the 
solar system in horoscopes, Mar- 
guerite tested the validity of my 
findings for herself, then followed. 
Indeed, she was one of the few 
people I met who actually tested my 
findings using the same methods I 
did during the process of discovery, 
a circumstance rare in our com- 
munity to day! Her helio 2 in 
was ¢ my ©-%, we could relate 
on an_ intellectual, professional 
plane. 

I include a horoscope showing 
the techniques we employed. It is 
her chart as she constructed it, and 
have added secondary progressions 
(day for a year) for both the angles 
and planets, with the transits for her 
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Marguerite DuMond: born April 19, 1921 in Medford, Massachusetts 
(41N25, 71W06°36”) at 3:20 a.m. EST (her own rectification). 
Day-for-a-year progressions (2nd ring) and transits (outer ring) are for her death 
from cancer : August 22, 1990 ina nursing home close to Northampton (Leeds), 
Massachusetts (42N19, 72W38) at about 5:45 p.m. EDST. Age 69 years, 4 
months, 3 days.

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death in the outer ring. This tech- 
nique proved most successful of all 
the techniques tried in six contests 
held in the past few years to sift and 
sort astrology's body of knowledge. 
A combination of geocentric and 
heliocentric systems are used. 
There is nothing hypothetical or 
manufactured about the solar sys- 
tem! While secondary progressions 
are difficult to explain, the planets 
and the Earth did actually move as 
shown at the time, and the efficacy 
of secondary progressions have a 
long history of being validated. 

At Marguerite's death, the chart 
shows her progressed MC A her 
8th-house helio 2 and $2. An edu- 
cational story relates to this aspect. 
Marguerite always lived a hand-to- 
mouth existence and was rarely in 
contact with those who were 
wealthy. Nevertheless, seven 
months before she died she called 
me to tell me that her health plight 
had attracted the attention and 
sympathy of a wealthy couple, pre- 
viously unknown. The call was on 
26 January 1990, about 5 p.m. 
EST. The couple had generously 
offered to pay any expenses in- 
curred if she wished to visit a can- 
cer clinic in Mexico as an alterna- 
tive to the other treatments being 
received at home, and they wanted 
to make sure she had other advan- 
tages. 

Marguerite asked my advice. I 
urged her to accept the splendid 
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Venusian manifestation, and she 
did. A note of desperation had en- 
tered her voice and we both seized 
on the concept that the MC a 2-Q 
in the 8th house just might turn the 
situation around. Instead, it meant 
her last days were eased by the gen- 
erosity of others and the evidence 
that she was held in esteem, and this 
is quite typical of the aspect being 
activated. Her divorced second 
husband (2 in =) also appeared at 
the close of her life, to provide 
muscle help as she disposed of her 
worldly goods. 

The spreading cancer remained 
unrecognized until her progressed 
Ascendant formed a 0 to the natal > 
in T?-7th, not an untypical significa- 
tor given the other patterns. 

As her progressed Ascendant 
tightened its 0 to helio-* in T?-7th, 
with helio-4 progressed to an exact 
¢ 4, winning the fight seemed to 
take on an ego and status challenge 
to her. Her will to live was pitted 
against the limitations of the larger 
world. Transit geo-% crossed this 
conjunction as she said good-bye. 

Marguerite was a good person. 
She was my friend and I miss her. 

Harvey and Nicholls are cer- 
tainly given an 'A' for effort. What 
a tremendous amount of work they 
did! It is unfortunate that they did 
not have a full accounting prior to 
entering this project. 

Reviewing my file in order to 
make this response, I found that I 
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had also experimented with an early 
5 Midheaven some years ago, but 
could not find the lifetime consis- 
tency which is the mark of accu- 
racy, and the layout did not fit the 
Marguerite I knew. 

As one who has spent literally 
years out of my life working on 
rectifications, an exasperating call- 
ing if there ever was one, they have 
my sympathy and understanding.

Jack Nicholls comments: 


HAVE exchanged letters with 
Ross on the subject of the letter 
from Pat Davis. Ross will reply to 
it and I see no need to add to his 
comments. The letter from Pat was 
very pleasant and reflected her car- 

ing for Marguerite DuMond.

Ross Harvey responds : 


S PAT DAVIS knew Mar- 

guerite DuMond well and 
neither Jack nor I ever met her, she 
may well be better able to judge 
which Ascendant sign might have 
been appropriate, but still the prob- 
lem is that this depends on personal 
and subjective interpretation. 

In the present case one could 
argue, so it seems to me who did 
not know Marguerite, that one 
could make a case for either sign 
depending on what personality 
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characteristics one chooses: 
“upbeat, voluble speech, positive, 
etc." doesn't sound much like H. 
Again, that is a subjective judgment. 
The value of some of the techniques 
I suggested in Marguerite's case is 
that they largely avoid dependence 
on subjective judgment. 

In particular there are two indi- 
cations which exclude the possibil- 
ity that the 3:20 a.m. time can be 
right (see Table 8 on page 62, 
Considerations TX:1). In harmonic 
41 (which was in effect for 'husband 
died') the harmonic ) cannot be ¢ 
natal 4 unless there were some 
important positive event or influ- 
ence when she was 41 which has 
not been mentioned; ) o ¥ is 
quite inappropriate for the death of 
a husband in normal circumstances. 
In harmonic 60 (robbed and pneu- 
monia) there is the same harmonic 
aspect, ) ¢ \4, which cannot occur 
unless there was a major positive 
event or influence at age 60 which 
has not been mentioned. ) o \ is 
totally wrong for the known 
events in these two years of her 
life. If one wishes to accept the 
3:20 a.m. time, one should be able 
to say to what these two apparently 
inappropriate harmonic lunar con- 
junctions could have related, or 
should be able to show that this use 
of the lunar position in age harmon- 
ics is unsound. 

Another clue (page 61, para- 
graph 4 of our article) is the indica- 
tions for marriage, and readers will 
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remember that I used much the 
same indications to correctly limit 
the time range in rectification test 
#4, reported on in Considerations 
IX:2. And finally, stationary tran- 
sits favor angles in the first couple 
of degrees of cardinal signs over 
positions in the middle of mutable 
signs. 

Pat mentions progressed angles 
on several occasions, but does not 
say which method was used to pro- 
gress the MC. There are several 
possibilities, which can confuse 
matters considerably. Moreover I 
have on a number of occasions been 
able to find a whole series of appar- 
ently appropriate aspects of pro- 
gressed angles for charts for quite 
wrong times, so these days I am 
reluctant to put much reliance on 
progressions of the angles to justify 
a rectification, unless the time is 
reliably known to within a couple of 
minutes. I should stress too what I 
have found in many blind rectifica- 
tion tests, that predictive indications 
which accord with events may be 
no more than coincidence; it is 
more reliable to adduce indications 
which cannot be appropriate for 
known events, and then to exclude 
the times associated with those in- 
dications, as I have done in the pre- 
sent case with the harmonic ). 

There is yet another way to ex- 
amine the two times proposed for 
Marguerite, that is the Life Span 
Revolution. Age at death is known, 
69.34247 years, and the average 
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rate can be found by dividing this 
into 360 degrees to get 5.19162° 
per year. The accompanying table 
compares the positions of the angles 
and the contacts for a number of 
major events in her life for the two 
times. I have used a 3° orb. 

There are contacts for both 
times of birth, but one should assess 
the results as a whole to see which 
gives the better fit. In particular the 
contacts for her father's death for 
the 4:09 chart are particularly ap- 
propriate, as ¥ rules the VIIIth 
house and is in the IVth, whereas 
the 3:20 chart gives no indication of 
what was the first major event in 
the native's life. In the 3:20 chart 
MC, o K and ASCy ¢ ¥ must have 
happened at age 16.117 years, yet 
there is no event for these most im- 
portant contacts. This alone makes 
me think that the 3:20 chart is 
wrong, and that the time should be 
4:09. Though there are appropri- 
ate contacts for some events for the 
3:20 chart, such as her husband's 
death and her second marriage, 
there are also three conspicuously 
inappropriate contacts: 


e ASC, & & for her son's birth 
(MC, ¢ } for the 4:09 chart is 
much better); 

¢ MC, ¢ % for her first marriage 
(this is unlikely); and 

¢ MC, o } for the “difficult” 
birth of her daughter (MC, ¢ ) 
and % is much more appropri- 
ate). 


If the LSRev is any guide, the 
time has to be 4:09, give or take a 
minute or two. 

Again, I emphasize that I do not 
know the native, so must rely on 
astrological techniques which have 
worked in blind rectification tests, 
and also must rely on what bio- 
graphical information I have, and 
these methods and data still lead me 
to think that 4:09 is the only possi- 
ble time.

Ross Harvey then went back and 
reviewed the evidence for Mar- 
guerite DuMond’s conflicting birth 
times. He writes: 


*VE LOOKED AGAIN at the 

DuMond LSRev, and _ neither 
time gives results which seem 
wholly satisfactory. However, the 
crucial event seems to be her fa- 
ther’s death; that was the first sig- 
nificant event in her life and was 
probably catastrophic. 

The 4:09 time has Mcy o K and 
ASC, ¢ ¥. Remember that in the 
first article on the LSRev 
(Considerations VII:2), I wrote 
that if two angles come to planets at 
about the same time, then they 
probably relate to the same event 
even though the two conjunctions 
may be months apart if one uses the 
accurate rate. 

Again, I haven’t found any rea- 
son to revise what I said about the 
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LSRev’s accuracy: precise accuracy 
should not be expected from it. Irri- 
tating, but that’s the way it is. To 
be precise, Mca o XK for her fa-

Actually, in this case, there is 
also O, ¢ oh, & ¥,, and ASC, ¢ all 
three—what could be more appro- 
priate, though the solar progres- 
sions are not dependent on the 
time? Note ©, ¢ ¥, for a death in 
the family. 

The 3:20 time has nothing for 
her father’s death. MC, 0° 3 is weak 
and inappropriate, and that alone 
would have made me suspicious. 

For the first marriage, the 4:09 
time has Mcy ¢ ¥. It is a contact 
and is not inappropriate; I have seen 
it before for marriage, for example, 
Christina Onassis. 

For her husband’s death, the 
4:09 time has, as well as Mcy o ¥ 
(and ¥ also often turns up for 
deaths, although it is not so specific 
as &), ASCreg o® Kreg aS Well as O, 0 
4X,—Uranus in both aspects, though 
the latter is not dependent on the 
time. That will do. It doesn’t always 
work out as neatly as we might like. 

For the second marriage there is 
ASCreg & ¥reg; perhaps ¥ is the rela- 
tionship planet for her. 
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For colitis, there is O, & %,, 
again not dependent on the time. 

Don’t forget too that the inap- 
propriate )-4 os in the Age Har- 
monics also exclude the 3:20 time. 
With those there are three possibili- 
ties: the time is wrong—which is 
what I think; lunar conjunctions in 
Age Harmonics have no signifi- 
cance—I don’t think so at all, but I 
could be wrong; and there might 
have been unknown positive events 
in those two years—alas, always a 
possibility with a printed biography. 
Whichever is correct, these indica- 
tions can’t be ignored; they must be 
dealt with. 

As I hope I said before, I’m not 
So arrogant as to say I must be right 
and that is that—I certainly have no 
wish to offend Pat Davis—but so 
far as I can see, the time has to be 
4:00-4:30. If I am mistaken, some- 
one please show me where.

The initial assumed 
birth time was 12:30 pm, which 
time places 4 on the MC around the 
time of the father’s death and o at 
the IC approximately at the time of 
the mother’s death, both by zodia- 
cal primary direction equated to 
time with the True Solar Arc in 
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Right Ascension measure. The for- 
mer assumption leads to a rectified 
RAMC of 262°47’, and the latter to 
a rectified RAMC of 264°58’.
